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THE  two  heraldic  Visitations  of  Staffordshire  comprised  in  this 
volume,  and  made  respectively  by  Sir  Eichard  St.  George  in 
1614,  and  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  in  1663  and  1664,  are  here 
printed  from  transcripts  in  the  William  Salt  Library,  made  in 
1840  by  the  Eev.  William  Hadfield,  then  Curate  of  Biddulph,  j| 
and  afterwards  Perpetual  Curate  of  Cleator  in  Cumberland.* 

His  transcript  of  St.  George's  Visitation  was  made,  he  tells 
us,  "  from  the  copy  in  No.  1439  Harl.  MSS.,  Brit.  Mus.,  collated 
with  another  copy  in  No.  1173  Harl.  MSS.,  and  the  copy  in  the 
College  of  Arms ;"  and  Dugdale's  Visitation  was  copied  by  him 
from  the  MS.  marked  C.  36  in  the  College  of  Arms,  being  the 
official  copy  delivered  into  the  College  by  Dugdale  himself,  and 
thus  entitled : 

THE  VISITATION  OF  STAFFOBDSHIBE,  begun  in  A°  1663, 
and  finished  in  A°  1664,  by  WILLIAM  DTJGKDALE,  Esqr, 
Norroy  King  of  Armes. 

The  copy  of  the  Visitation  of  1614  contained  in  the  Harl.  MS. 
1439  is  in  nearly  every  respect  the  counterpart  of  that  in  the 
College  of  Arms.  It  is  in  the  handwriting  of  Sir  Eichard 
St.  George's  son,  Henry  St.  George,  who,  being  then  Bluemantle 
Pursuivant,  probably  accompanied  his  father  on  his  circuit. 
"  Three  leaves  of  this  manuscript  (says  the  Harleian  Catalogue), 
whereof  two  are  fastened  between  pages  68  and  69,  and  the 
other  between  pages  76  and  77,  are  all  of  Sir  Eichard  St. 
George's  hand,  and  the  descents  therein  are  marked  with  the 
word  "Entred;"  with  this  difference,  that  the  two  first  have 
the  word  "Derb."  likewise  added,  shewing  that  they  were 
entered  into  the  Visitation  Book  of  the  county  of  Derby,  which

was  made  by  this  Sir  Kichard  St.  George  A.D.  1611.  These 
leaves  therefore  are  to  be  esteemed  as  fragments  of  the  original 
Visitation  Books  of  these  counties."* 

Of  Dugdale's  Visitation,  there  are  in  the  College  of  Arms 
two  copies ;  the  one  being  his  original  autograph  MS.,  and  the 
other  the  "Office  Copy,"  marked  C.  36,  before  referred  to; 
which  latter,  we  learn  from  his  'Diary,'  was  delivered  into 
the  Office  by  Sir  William  on  31st  May  1666,f  together  with  his 
Visitations  of  Cheshire  and  Shropshire,  "  all  fairly  bound  up  in 
russet  leather  with  clasps."  The  original,  or  "first  copy,"  was, 
as  appears  from  a  memorandum  in  C.  36,  "produced  in  evidence 
at  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Mansfield,  Sir  Richard  Aston,  Knt.,  and  Judge  Wills,  in  the 
Barnesley  case,  27  April  1776."  Writing  to  Ashmole  on  24 
May  1667,  Dugdale  refers  to  it  as  lying  in  the  shelf  above 
the  table  in  his  study,  "  not  bound  up,  but  in  loose  sheets  and 
in  a  pasteboard  cover,"  as  were  also  the  original  MSS.  of  his 
Visitations  of  Salop,  Cheshire,  Notts,  and  Derbyshire.  On 
30th  June  1669  he  records  in  his  'Diary'  that  he  delivered 
into  the  College  the  originals  of  all  his  Visitations,  "  wch  were 
sticht  up  in  pastbords  in  foure  volumes." 

Sir  William  (then  simply  "William  Dugdale,  Esqr")  com- 
menced his  Staffordshire  circuit  at  Lichfield  on  30th  March 
1663.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  clerk,  Gregory  King  (after- 
wards Eouge  Dragon  Pursuivant,  and  subsequently  Lancaster 
Herald),  who  had  entered  his  service  at  the  latter  end  of 
December  1662,  being  then  "  only  fourteen  years  complete  and  a 
fortnight  over."  King's  inclination  (as  he  tells  us  in  his  Auto- 
biography!) leading  him  to  drawing,  he  made  such  proficiency 
therein  that  Dugdale,  dispensing  with  the  services  of  a  profes- 
sional draughtsman,  "contented  himself  with  this  his  clerk's 
tricking  of  the  arms  into  his  Visitation  of  Staffordshire  that

In  the  Cotton  pedigree,  for  instance,  we  find  mentioned  a  son  of  Charles 

Cotton  "  born  since  the  Visitation/'     The  official  date  of  the  Weston  pedigree  is 

25  April  1664,  yet  it  is  stated  therein  that  Symon  Weston  died  in  October  1664. 

Several  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Birch  pedigree ;  and  the  descents  of  Carey, 

Gilbert,  Rode,  Skrymshire  (of  Johnson),  and  Stonyer  were  not  recorded  till  1665. 

J  Life  of  Gregory  King,  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  Dalla way's  'Heraldry,'  1793. 
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now  remains  in  the  Office.55  It  is  true,  he  adds,  "  it  is  but  too 
meanly  done  for  the  public  office,  being  very  short  of  the  tricking 
which  this  clerk  performed  in  the  subsequent  Visitations." 

The  MS.  C.  36  is  a  fair  specimen  of  King's  ability  and  skill. 
Besides  the  pedigrees  and  the  "  tricks "  of  arms,  it  contains 
church  notes,  copies  of  monumental  inscriptions,  and  other 
memoranda,  and  is  enriched  with  pen-and-ink  sketches  of 
church  monuments  and  public  buildings,  some  of  which  Shaw 
has  reproduced  in  his  c  History  of  Staffordshire.5 

Comparing  the  Visitation  of  1583  with  that  of  1663-64,  the 
reader  will  not  fail  to  be  struck  with  the  inferior  social  status 
of  some  of  those  who  were  admitted  to  registration  by  Dugdale. 
For  the  first  time  we  find  a  number  of  what  may  be  called  the 
lesser  gentry  appearing  before  the  visiting  Herald — persons 
elevated  by  commerce,  successful  lawyers — in  short,  all  who 
had  achieved  the  position  of  gentlemen  hastened  before 
Dugdale,  and  placed  on  record  as  much  as  they  knew  about 
their  ancestors  and  connections,  even  though  in  some  instances 
they  claimed  no  arms.  Some  of  these  were  cadets  of  good 
families  belonging  to  other  counties,  but  many  were  either 
novi  homines  or  the  descendants  of  those  who  had  been  dis- 
claimed at  previous  Visitations ;  and  a  large  proportion  could 
adduce  no  satisfactory  proof  of  their  right  to  arms.  I  think  one 
great  merit  of  Dugdale's  Visitation  is  the  exhaustive  nature  of 
his  enquiries,  so  far  as  numbers  are  concerned.  We  miss,  it  is 
true,  some  great  names  ;*  but  this  was  no  doubt  the  fault  of 
the  then  representatives  of  the  omitted  families  who  were 
unable  or  unwilling  to  present  themselves  for  registration.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  find  a  long  list  of  persons,  of  then  newly 
acquired  importance,  whose  immediate  ancestors,  but  for  this 
Visitation,  could  not  at  this  day  be  easily  traced. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that,  out  of  the  upwards  of 
240  families  registered  by  St.  George  and  Dugdale,  only  the 
following  are  recorded  in  the  'Modern  Domesday  Book'  as 
landowners  in  Staffordshire:  Amphlett,f  Bagot,  Broughton, 
Chadwick,  Chetwode,  Congreve,  Dyott,  Eld,  Fowler  (-Butler,

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of  Pendeford),  Giffard,  Gough  (Lord  Calthorpe),  Main  waring, 
Okeover,  Sneyd,  Whitgreave,  Wolseley,  Wrottesley,  and  Yonge 
of  Charnes.  Most  of  these  possess  the  same  estates  and  inhabit 
the  same  mansions  as  they  did  in  1663.  To  these  may  be  added 
Anson  (Earl  of  Lichfield),  Coyney,  Kynnersley  of  Loxley, 
Wolferstan,  and  others,  who  have  inherited  the  estates  and 
adopted  the  surnames  of  their  maternal  ancestors.  Male 
representatives  of  numerous  other  families  no  doubt  exist,  but 
their  names  are  not  now  to  be  found  on  the  roll  of  Staffordshire 
landowners. 

Dugdale  takes  credit  to  himself  for  his  great  care  and 
diligence  in  the  exercise  of  his  office  when  Norroy,  as  (he  says) 
"  the  books  of  his  Visitations  of  the  several  counties  under  his 
charge,  now  remaining  in  the  College  of  Arms,  will  sufficiently 
manifest."  He  claims  to  have  taken  "exact  notice  of  all 
collaterals,"  viz.,  uncles,  aunts,  brothers,  and  sisters,  in  the 
descents  by  him  entered ;  and  he  particularly  insists  upon  the 
zeal  displayed  by  him  in  "  faithfully  registering  the  arms  of  all 
such  as  could  manifest  any  justifiable  right  thereto,"  and  also 
in  "publicly  disclaiming  such  as  took  upon  themselves  the 
titles  of  Esquire  or  Gentleman  without  just  right." 

Of  the  families  whose  descents  were  recorded  by  him,  the 
arms  of  upwards  of  thirty  were  respited  for  proof,  and  in  almost 
every  instance  it  is  added  that  "  no  proof  was  made,"  or  that 
"nothing  further  was  done  therein."  This  suggests  the 
question,  What  did  he  consider  a  "justifiable  right,"  what  sort 
of  evidence  was  deemed  satisfactory  ?  The  Gaywoods,  who  had 
been  disclaimed  in  1583,  and  who  in  1614  entered  a  pedigree 
without  arms,  were  allowed  to  bear  what  Gregory  King  declares 
was  the  coat  of  Malpas,*  on  the  strength  of  such  a  coat  being 
represented  in  an  old  window  in  Eccleshall  Church.  Similar 
evidence  appears  to  have  been  accepted  in  the  case  of  Wood- 
house  ;  while  Stonyer  was  equally  successful  in  obtaining 
official  sanction  to  the  arms  he  used,  though  all  he  (apparently) 
had  to  offer  in  support  of  his  claim  was  his  great-grandfather's 
picture  "on  which  these  arms  are."  On  the  other  hand,

with  Norroy's  order  to  '  bring  with  him  such  arms  and  crest  as 
he  then  used  and  bore.'  Nothing,  it  is  added,  was  performed 
therein.  But  it  appears,  from  a  correspondence  preserved  in 
the  College  of  Arms  between  Mr.  Amphlett  and  one  of  the 
officials,  that  the  coat  he  exhibited  was  Argent,  a  fesse  between 
three  lozenges  azure,  and  that  it  was  objected  to  as  being  the 
arms  of  a  family  named  Hastings.*  Mr.  Amphlett's  reply  was 
that  he  would  furnish  the  necessary  proof  at  Easter  then  next, 
when  he  contemplated  visiting  London.  But  no  evidence  exists 
that  this  was  ever  done,  and  consequently  the  Amphletts,  in 
common  with  several  other  families  of  equal  antiquity  and 
importance,  are  still  regarded  by  the  Heralds  as  "ignobiles:" 
for  the  "  Law  of  arms,"  like  that  of  the  Medes  and  Persians, 
"alterethnot." 

"  It  will  strike  an  examiner  of  pedigrees  to  which  no  arms 
are  attached  (writes  Dallaway)f  that  the  families  so  degraded 
were  not  unfrequently  of  high  ancestry,  and  of  extensive 
property  in  those  counties  in  which  they  were  registered ;  and 
that  the  escutcheon  disclaimed  in  a  former  was  allowed  and 
confirmed  in  a  subsequent  Visitation.  This  circumstance  de- 
pended entirely  upon  the  individual  representative,  who  in  some 
instances  treated  the  Earl  Marshal's  summons  with  contempt, 
or  at  least  with  neglect.  Their  descendants  are  therefore 
excluded  from  armorial  claims,  unless  they  are  recognised  by 
new  concessions  allowed  by  the  Officers  of  Arms,  who  in  such 
cases  are  directed  by  precedent ;  and  the  decisions  made  in  the 
last  (seventeenth)  century  can  not  now  be  controverted,  but 
repealed  by  a  new  act  of  the  heraldic  body." 

Notwithstanding  the  disallowance  by  Dugdale,  many — I 
may  almost  say  most — of  those  who  made  no  proof  continued 
the  use  of  the  arms  they  claimed,  and  displayed  them  without

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scruple  upon  their  seals,  their  furniture,  and  their  funeral 
monuments.* 

While  it  must  be  admitted  that  Dugdale's  Visitation  con- 
trasts favourably  with  that  of  his  predecessor  St.  George  in 
supplying  more  full  and  exact  information,  it  is  nevertheless 
disfigured  by  occasional  inaccuracies,  and  by  those  unaccount- 
able sins  of  omission  of  baptismal  names,  and  in  a  few  instances 
even  surnames,  of  which  the  Heralds'  Visitations  are  all  more  or 
less  guilty.  For  example,  it  would  seem  that  Daniel  Watson 
of  Burton-on-Trent  did  not  know  the  Christian  name  of  his  own 
father;  while  Richard  Best,  Zachariah  Babington,  Robert 
Comberford,  John  Gough,  James  Port,  and  others,  could  surely 
have  furnished  the  baptismal  names  of  the  several  gentlemen 
whose  daughters  they  respectively  married.  William  Barnesley 
must  have  known  the  surname  of  his  sister  Elizabeth's  husband, 
and  Edward  Harewell  could  have  supplied  the  Christian  names 
at  least  of  his  own  sisters,  even  if  he  could  not  recollect  those 
of  their  seven  husbands.  Again,  Peter  Bonne  was  apparently 
ignorant  of  his  mother's  maiden  name ;  and  Gerard  Skrimshire 
of  Aqualate  seems  neither  to  have  known  the  Christian  name  of 
his  first  wife,  nor  that  of  his  second  wife's  father ! 

Of  course  these  omissions  must  be  ascribed  to  the  imperfect 
information  supplied  by  the  individuals  who,  strange  to  say, 
certified,  by  their  signatures,  the  accuracy  of  what  they  handed 
in  for  registration.  But  when  we  find  Dugdale  registering 
descents  at  the  rate  of  thirty  a  day,f  we  cannot  avoid  the 
conclusion  that  he  really  had  no  time  to  procure  the  exact 
information  which  was  so  necessary  to  the  efficient  fulfilment 
of  his  duties  as  a  visiting  Herald. 

With  the  sole  exception  of  Mr.  Hadfield's  transcript,  there 
is,  it  is  believed,  no  complete  copy  of  Dugdale's  Visitation 
outside  the  College  of  Arms  ;J  and  the  only  MS.  in  any  Public

This  manuscript,  which  was  privately  printed  by  the  late 
Sir  Thomas  Phillipps,  Bart.,  in  1854,  has  the  following  title : 
"  The  Visitation  of  Staffordshire  taken  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord 
1663  by  William  Dugdale,  Esq.,  Norroy  King  of  Arms ;  reviewed 
in  1664."  So  far,  however,  from  this  MS.  being  a  copy  of  the 
Visitation,  it  only  contains  about  100  imperfect  and  inaccurate* 
pedigrees.  By  whom  and  when  it  was  written  I  have  not 
ascertained,  but  there  is  a  strong  family  likeness  between  it 
and  "  Degge's  MSS/'  as  quoted  by  Harwood  in  his  notes  to 
Erdeswick,  and  by  Shaw  in  his  c  History  of  Staffordshire.' 

Some  few  of  the  pedigrees  in  Mr.  Hadfield's  copy  of 
Dugdale's  Visitation  were  furnished  to  him  by  the  late  Sir 
C.  G.  Young,  Garter  King  of  Arms,  and  bear  his  signature  and 
certificate  as  York  Herald ;  but  the  greater  part  of  the  MS.  is 
in  Mr.  Hadfield's  own  handwriting.  Some  portion  of  it  is  so 
hastily  written  as  to  be  in  places  difficult  to  decipher — when 
it  is  borne  in  mind  that  it  consists  solely  of  proper  names. 
Under  these  circumstances  I  sought  and  obtained  permission 
to  collate  the  fair  copy  of  the  MS.  which  I  had  made  for  press 
with  the  original  in  the  College  of  Arms.  By  this  means  I  have 
been  able  to  correct  errors,  and  to  supply  omissions.  Mr. 
Hadfield's  copy  of  St.  George's  Visitation  has  also  been  com- 
pared by  me  with  the  Harl.  MS.  1439,  and  with  the  copy  in  the 
College. 

Several  of  the  pedigrees  registered  in  1663-64  being  continua- 
tions of  those  entered  in  1614,  I  have  in  such  cases  combined 
the  two,  distinguishing  St.  George's  entries  from  those  of 
Dugdale  by  printing  the  former  in  italics.  And  where  infor- 
mation supplied  by  Glover's  Visitation  of  1583  is  repeated  by 
St.  George,  I  have  here  omitted  it,  referring  the  reader  to  that 

that  I  was  at  that  date  unaware  of  the  existence  in  the  William  Salt  Library  of 
Mr.  Hadfield's  MS.,  and  the  few  remarks  with  which  I  introduced  my  paper  now 
require  correction.  On  page  24  I  stated  that  Chetwynd  did  not  record  a  pedigree 
in  1663.  This,  it  now  appears,  is  incorrect ;  as  are  also  the  statements  that  the 
pedigrees  of  Ashmole,  Astley  of  Woodeaton,  and  Smith  of  Newcastle,  which  are  to 
be  found  in  Harl.  MS.  6104,  do  not  appear  in  the  original  Visitation. 

*  One  of  the  pedigrees  in  Harl.  MS.  6104  purports  to  be  the  descent  of  a 
family  named  Yardley,  but  it  is  really  that  of  Coleire  of  Yarlet,  In  like  manner, 
Hintoii  of  Lichfield  is  throughout  written  Huet> 
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Visitation  (as  printed  in  '  Staffordshire  Collections,5  iii.,  part  2), 
and  thus  avoided  useless  repetitions. 

While  faithfully  following  my  originals  in  the  spelling  of 
proper  names,  I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  in  other  cases  to 
preserve  the  quaint  and  often  uncouth  orthography  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  For  "sonne  and  heire"  I  have  sub- 
stituted s.  and  h. ;  for  "  dyed  wthout  issue "  I  have  written 
ob.  s.p.y  etc.,  etc.  In  what  is  essentially  a  book  of  reference,  I 

J|  fail  to  perceive  the  utility  of  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  style  and 

|i  language  of  a  bygone  age. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  notes  which  I  have  been  able  to  append 
to  a  fair  proportion  of  the  pedigrees  will  be  found  useful.  A 
thorough  investigation  of  the  history  and  genealogy  of  every 
family  here  noticed  would  have  demanded  more  time  and  labour 
than  I  was  able  to  afford.  Consequently,  my  annotations  are 
partial  and  unequal.  For  some  of  the  information  embodied  in 
them  I  am  indebted  to  friends,  particularly  to  Mr.  W.  F.  Carter, 
who  has  enabled  me  to  amply  annotate  the  three  Fowler 
pedigrees ;  to  Mr.  John  Amphlett,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for 
notes  illustrating  his  own  family  and  that  of  Cox;  and  to 
Mr.  Brooke  Robinson,  and  the  Rev.  W.  G.  D.  Fletcher,  who 
have  supplied  notes  on  the  Persehouse,  Keeling,  and  some 
other  families. 

Finally,  the  best  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  Mr. 
Tucker,  Somerset  Herald,  for  permission  to  inspect  the  two 
Visitations  in  the  College  of  Arms,  and  to  Mr.  Amphlett  for  the 
very  excellent  and  almost  too  elaborate  Index  compiled  by  him 
and  appended  to  this  volume.

Sleigh  ('History  of  Leek'),  he  afterwards  married  Jane,  daughter  of  Ralph 
Whitticars  of  Adlington,  co.  Chester.  Mr.  Sleigh  suggests  that  he  was  father  of 
the  Eev.  Francis  Ashenhurst,  D.D.,  Archdeacon  of  Derby,  and  Rector  of  Kings- 
winford,  Staffordshire,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  and  coheiress  of  John  White- 
hall of  Park  Hall,  and  died  in  1704,  aged  61,  leaving  issue.  Possibly  Mr.  Sleigh  is 
correct,  and  he  adds  within  inverted  commas  (as  quoting  from  some  document), 
"  nephew  to  Ralph  Ashenhurst  of  Ashenhurst."  But  I  find  at  Somerset  House 
(Coke,  156),  the  will  of  an  Edmund  Ashenhurst  of  Old  Park,  Sedgley,  gent.,  dated 
29  Nov.  1669.  The  testator  mentions  his  son  Francis,  his  wife  Mary,  his  daughters 
Penelope,  Mary,  Margaret,  Elizabeth,  Damans,  and  Rebecca,  and  his  grandchildren 
Dudley  Ashenhurst  Bagley  and  Francis  Bagley.  Administration  with  will  annexed 
was  granted  8  Dec.  1669  to  Francis  Ashenhurst,  brother  and  guardian  of  Rebecca 
Ashenhurst,  the  executrix,  who  had  died  a  minor.  It  appears  from  two  deeds  dated 
respectively  1653  and  1688  that  a  Dudley  Ashenhurst  Bagley  was  in  1688  son  and 
heir-apparent  of  John  Bagley  of  Sedgley,  who,  in  1635,  was  executor  (with  his 
brother  Samuel)  of  the  will  of  his  father  John  Bagley,  deceased.

Anno 
Domini  1570"  (Shaw,  i.,  340).  It  appears  from  the  registers  of  St.  Mary's  that 
"  Mrs  Margaret  Byddull "  was  buried  Dec.  1st,  1569.  Simon  was  warden  of  the 
Lichfield  Guild  in  1546,  and  Bailiff  of  that  city  in  1553, 1562,  and  1575.  According 
to  the  old  pedigree  compiled  by  Vincent,  and  that  recorded  at  the  Visitation  of 
1614,  he  was  son  of  another  Simon,  who  was  younger  brother  of  Richard  Biddulph 
of  Biddulph ;  but  this  is  certainly  "  not  proven."  The  pedigree  given  by  Shaw 
(i.,  352)  is  grossly  inaccurate.  He  makes  Simon,  the  mercer,  a  younger  son  of 
William  Biddulph  by  Ellen  Greneway,  and  brother  of  Richard,  who  was  dead  in 
1454.  The  mercer,  he  states,  was  father  of  Simon  of  Elmhurst,  buried  29  July 
1596,  who  married  Mrs.  Cicely  Whitmore  in  1571,  and  by  her  was  father  of  a  third 
Simon,  who  by  Joyce  Floyer  had  issue  Michael,  who  died  in  1657,  aged  80.  Now  if 
Michael  was  80  at  his  death  in  1657,  he  must  have  been  born  about  1577,  just  six 
years  after  his  grandmother's  marriage.  The  registers  of  St.  Mary's,  Lichfield, 
record  the  marriage  on  April  30,  1571,  of  "  Mr  Symon  Biddull "  to  "  Mrs  Cicely 
Whitmore ;"  and  in  St.  Michael's  registers  is  this  entry  :  "  1596,  July  29,  Symon 
Bidull,  son  of  Symon  Bydull,  gent.,  was  buried."  As  Margaret,  wife  of  Simon, 
the  mercer,  died  in  1569,  it  is  possible  that  Cicely  Whitmore  was  the  old  man's 
second  wife,  but  it  is  more  probable  that  she  was  the  first  wife  of  his  son  Simon. 
As  to  the  Simon  who  was  buried  in  1596,  it  is  clear  from  his  parentage  being  named 
in  the  register  that  he  was  the  son  of  a  Simon  then  living ;  and  I  take  him  to  have 
been  a  young  son  of  the  man  who  married  Joyce  Floyer,  and  who  died  26  Oct. 
1632,  as  recorded  in  the  registers  of  St.  Mary's.  Simon,  the  mercer,  had  a  daughter, 
Margaret,  who  was  married  as  "  Margaret  Biddull "  to  Mr.  Michael  Lowe  at  St.

Like  that  pedigree  it  differs 
from  the  above  in  styling  the  heiress  of  Knipersley  daughter  of  Thomas,  and  in 
making  William  Bowyer  (who  married  Margaret  Trubshaw)  father  of  another 
William,  who  was  father  of  the  Thomas  who  (according  to  the  above  pedigree) 
married  Jennet  Cotton.  According  to  Lord  Hatherton's  MS.  copy  of  the  1583 
Visitation,  this  William  married  a  dau.  of  ....  Erdeswick  of  Sandon,  which  is 
corroborated  by  the  old  Erdeswick  pedigree  printed  in  Howard's  '  Miscellanea,' 
vol.  iii.,  p.  6,  where  Elizabeth  daughter  of  Thomas  Erdeswick,  by  Helena  dau.  of 
Sir  Hugh  Venables,  Knt.,  is  stated  to  have  been  married  to  "  Bowyer  de  Kny- 
persley."  Some  additions  may  be  made  to  the  above  pedigree  from  the  Visitation 
of  1583;  the  five  daughters,  for  example,  of  William  Bowyer  and  Katherine 
(Brereton)  are  here  omitted,  as  also  the  two  daughters  of  John  Bowyer  and  Eliza- 
beth (Bucknall),  but  they  are  duly  given  in  the  pedigree  entered  in  1614,  as  well  as 
the  issue  of  Andrew  Bowyer.  It  may  also  be  mentioned  that  Ashmole's  ancestor 
Anthony  Bowyer  of  Coventry,  here  inserted  as  son  of  Thomas,  is  omitted  from  the 
Visitations  of  1583  and  1614.  According  to  those  Visitations  Thomas  Bowyer  by 
" .  .  .  .  da.  of  ....  Foxe "  had  issue  a  son  William,  of  Heathhouse,  who,  by  the 
daughter  of  ....  Stone  of  London,  had  issue  "  a  daughter."

/Genealogica  et  Heraldica  '  will  be  found  some  valuable  information  relating  to  this 
family  of  Chetwode,  including  two  pedigrees,  the  one  compiled  circa  1650  by 
i.  Handle  Holme  of  Chester,  and  the  other  by  Stephen  Tucker,  Esq.,  Somerset  Herald. 
These  genealogies  are  of  course  far  more  copious  than  the  above  Visitation 
pedigrees,  but  so  far  as  it  goes  that  recorded  at  Dugdale's  Visitation  appears  to  be 
correct.  The  earlier  descents,  however,  as  recorded  at  St.  George's  Visitation  in 
1614,  are  not  quite  accurate.  It  was  Roger  (not  Eichard)  Chetwode,  son  of  John, 
who  married  Margaret  (or  "Margerie")  Crewe,  and  their  son  was  Thomas  not 
John.  The  wife  of  this  Thomas  was  Margaret  Sound,  and  their  grandson  Thomas 
(son  of  their  son  Roger  by  Ellen  See  or  Reis)  was  twice  married,  the  mother  of  his 
successor  being  his  first  wife  Ellen,  da.  of  Thomas  Beresford  of  Bentley,  co.  Derby. 
The  pedigree  compiled  by  Mr.  Tucker  commences  with  Roger  Chetwode  who 
married  in  1522  Ellen  Masterson,  and  died  27  H.  8.

William,  the  eldest  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Welles),  is  omitted  from  the  above 
pedigree,  probably  because  he  died  s.p.  ?  He  was  undoubtedly  the  William 
Chetwynd  who  is  mentioned  in  the  Giffard  (of  Water  Eyton)  pedigree  as  the  first 
husband  of  Margaret,  wife  of  Francis  Giffard,  and  who  was  buried  at  Penkridge 
8  Dec.  1619.  John  has  a  memorial  in  Ashley  Church,  whereon  he  is  called  "  second 
son  "  of  John,  of  Rudge ;  he  was  born,  it  is  stated,  6  Sept.  1592,  and  died  23  Nov. 
1674,  having  had  issue  by  Susanna  his  wife  five  sons  and  two  daughters.  Of  the 
children  of  John  and  Lucy,  their  daughter  Lucy  was  married  to  Edward  Yonge, 
Bath  King  of  Arms ;  and  Walter,  the  eldest  son,  succeeded  to  Ingestre  on  the  death 
of  his  kinsman  Walter  Chetwynd,  Esq.  In  1717  he  was  created  Viscount  Chetwynd 
of  Ireland,  with  remainder,  in  default  of  male  issue,  to  the  male  heirs  of  John  his 
father.  He  died  s.p.,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  next  brother  John,  who  likewise 
died  without  surviving  male  issue,  his  only  surviving  child  Catherine  having 
carried  the  Ingestre  estate  in  marriage  to  the  Talbot  family,  who  still  possess  it. 
William,  the  third  son,  succeeded  as  third  Viscount ;  he  died  3  April  1770,  aged  87 
(M.I.  at  Ashley),  and  from  him  the  present  Viscount  Chetwynd  is  descended.  The 
following  further  entries  (which  I  am  unable  to  appropriate)  occur  in  the  Ashley 
registers : —

Gostlett.  Gives  to  his  son  Edward  Chetwind  "  ir.y  watch,  my  ring  with  my  coate 
of  arms,  my  father's  picture,  and  my  own  after  my  wife's  death."  Residue  to  his 
daughter  Jane  Chetwind.  His  son  Edward  to  be  sole  executor,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Knight  and  Mr.  Robert  Smith  the  elder,  of  the  parish  of  Temple,  to  be  overseers. 
In  a  codicil,  or  rather  postscript,  to  his  will  he  desires  that  "'if  Mrs  Sarah  Oliver, 
daughter  of  Mr  Samuel  Oliver,  clerk,  hath  any  child  or  children  now  living,"  such 
child  or  children  was  to  have  £5.  It  appears  from  the  Visitation  of  Gloucestershire, 
1682-3,  that  the  sister  Elizabeth  Gostlett  was  the  wife  of  Benjamin  Gostlett,  who 
"  died  at  Bath  circa  1663,"  and  that  she  had  issue  by  him  three  daughters,  Ellena, 
wife  of  John  Harrington  of  Kelston,  and  Mary  and  Elizabeth,  both  living  unmarried 
in  1683. 

*  The  will  of  John  Chetwynd  "  of  Eidgeley  alias  Eugeley,"  co.  Stafford,  gent., 
is  dated  7  Feb.  1649,  and  was  proved  in  London  by  Elizabeth  his  relict  and  sole 
executrix  9  Sept.  1652  (234  Bowyer).  He  refers  to  an  indenture  made  1  April 
22  Charles,  A.D.  1646,  between  him  (the  testator)  of  the  one  part,  and  Christopher 
Horton  of  Catton,  co.  Derby,  Esq.,  John  Birch  of  Cannock,  gent.,  and  Eobert 
Sankey,  also  of  Cannock,  gent.,  of  the  other  part,  whereby  he  had  settled  his  estate 
upon  himself  and  wife  for  life,  with  remainder,  in  default  of  heirs  of  their  bodies,  to 
the  heirs  of  Thomas  Chetwynd,  Esq.,  deceased,  his  father.  He  mentions  his 
brothers  Philip  Chetwynd  and  Ealph  Chetwynd;  makes  his  wife  Elizabeth  sole 
executrix,  and  his  "  loving  brother  "  Christopher  Horton  of  Catton,  Esq.,  and  his 
"  loving  kinsman "  Samuel  Trist  of  Culworth,  co.

(See  Berry's  'Bucks 
Pedigrees,'  p.  20.)  The  wife  of  Samuel  Trist  of  Culworth  was  also  named  Parnell, 
but  her  parentage  is  not  given  in  Baker's  pedigree  of  the  family,  '  Northampton- 
shire,' i.,  752.

him  altogether,  and  in  his  place  insert  a  John,  whom  they  style  "of  Rudge,"  and 
make  father  of  the  three  Viscounts.  This  erroneous  statement  has  been  repeated 
by  Canon  Bridgeman  in  his  "  Account  of  Church  Eaton  "  (Staff.  Collections,  iv., 
part  2,  p.  19).  But  it  is  perfectly  clear  that  John,  father  of  the  Viscounts,  was  the 
John  of  Rudge  who  married  Lucy  Roane,  and  who,  as  Walter  Chetwynd  himself 
asserts,  had  issue  Walter,  John,  William,  and  Lucy. 

*  This  was  the  famous  Staffordshire  collector  whose  MSS.  are  so  frequently 
x^referred  to  by  Shaw  and  others.  He  was  born  1  May  1633,  and  died  s.p.  (his  only 
tdOs  child  Frances  having  died  in  her  infancy)  21  March  1692-3.  "  As  he  died  without 
male  issue,"  writes  Shaw,  i.,  389,  "  he  gave  all,  or  the  greatest  part,  of  his  estate  to 
Capt.  John  Chetwynd  of  Mare  and  Rudge  in  this  county,  on  whose  family  it  was 
entailed  by  William  Chetwynd,  Esq.,  in,  1641."  His  will,  wherein  he  is  described 
as  of  Ingestre,  co.  Stafford,  Esq.,  is  dated  at  Grendon,  28  May  1692,  and  was  proved 
in  London  by  John  Chetwynd,  Esq.,  the  executor,  4  April  1693.  He  desires  his 
body  to  be  buried  in  the  vault  of  the  new  church  at  Ingestre  "  close  to  that  of  my 
dear  wife,"  and  his  executor  to  "  cause  a  plain  stone  to  be  laid  over  us  both  with  our 
names  inscribed  upon  it."

£100.  To  my  cousin  Mary  Chetwynd  of  Rugeley  ten  broad  pieces  to  buy  her  a 
ring.  To  John  Congreave,  Esq.,  son  to  Capt.  John  Congreave,  £100.  To  Mrs.

Salop,  gent.,  my 
household  stuff  at  Grendon,  etc.  States  that  he  had  by  certain  deeds  settled  the 
manor  of  Mutton  alias  Mitton  and  the  manor  of  Reule  upon  Sir  Walter  Bagot, 
Bart.,  and  Thomas  Whitbey  of  Haywood,  co.  Stafford,  gent.,  for  four  score  and 
nineteen  years  in  trust  to  pay,  etc.,  such  sums  as  by  any  deed  or  by  his  last  will  he 
might  order  or  bequeath.  He  therefore  appoints  that  they  shall  pay  an  annuity  of 
£40  to  Charles  King,  student  of  Christchurch,  Oxford,  his  chaplain ;  also  an 
annuity  of  £40  to  John  Wedgwood,  gent.,  his  servant ;  and  sundry  other  annuities.

f  This  is  the  place  and  date  given  in  the  Visitation  Book,  C.  36,  but  the 
pedigree  itself  is  dated  1664.  It  appears  from  Dugdale's  Diary  that  on  4  April  1663 
he  went  "  at  night  to  Ingestre,  Mr  Chetwynd's,"  and  that  he  went  to  Stafford,  no 
doubt  from  Ingestre,  on  the  6th. 
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The  following  note  by  Gregory  King,  at  the  end  of  the  Visitation  book,  no  doubt 
refers  to  some  pedigree  of  the  Barrington  family.  For  according  to  a  pedigree  of 
Barrington  in  the  Visitation  of  Essex,  1558  (Harl.  Soc.  edit.,  p.  22),  a  Nicholas 
Barrington  is  stated  to  have  married  Agnes  or  Eleanor,  d.  and  h.  of  William 
Chetwynd,  son  of  Richard  de  Chetwynd,  who  died  5  H.  5. — "  Chetwynd,  fo.  99.

Edw.  I.,  soror  Philippi,  Adami,  et  Johannis,  et  Will'i  Chetwynd,  milit.  Vide  E  7, 
f .  86.  Qu. :  If  it  be  not  a  mistake  to  call  her  dau.  and  heir ;  and  how  could  she  be 
sister  to  these  four  knights  and  dau.  of  a  William  ?  Three  of  the  four  being 
mentioned  in  the  pedigree  of  Chetwynd,  and  made  the  sons  of  John.  G.  K." 

In  the  William  Salt  Library  is  a  Calendar  of  the  Chetwynd  Chartulary.  It 
is  a  small  quarto  volume  bound  in  vellum,  and  formerly  belonged  to  Rev.  John 
Homfray  of  Merton  College,  Oxford.  If  this  MS.  is  correct,  there  is  a  serious 
fault  in  the  above  pedigree.  It  asserts  as  follows  : — "  Sir  Philip  de  Chetwynd, 
Knt.,  who  died  without  issue  in  23  H.  6,  1445,  gave  all  his  lands  to  Joane  his 
wife  during  her  life,  but  ye  inheritance  of  them  fell  to  William  de  Chetwynd  of 
Aspath,  in  co.  War.,  which  William  was  descended  from  Sir  William  Chetwynd  of 
Ingestre,  as  appears  by  the  following  deeds."  The  deeds  in  question  shew  that 
Richard,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  William  de  'Chetwynd,  Knt.,  was  living  1  H.  4,  1400 ; 
that  the  said  Richard  had  a  brother  John,  12  H.  4,  1410-11 ;  that  in  30  H.  6 
Thomas  Chetwynd  of  Alspath,  co.  Warw.,  Esq.,  was  dead,  leaving  a  widow  Elena 
and  a  son  William;  that  in  33  H.  6,  1454-5,  the  said  Elena  was  the  wife  of 
Bartholomew  Knight ;  that  in  the  same  year  Robert,  son  of  John  Chetwynd  of 
Alspath,  granted  certain  lands  to  Thomas  Littleton  and  Joan  his  wife,  relict  of  Sir 
Philip  Chetwynd,  Knt.  In  14  E.  4,  1474,  is  a  grant  from  Thomas  Littleton 
(then  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Common  Bench)  and  Joan  his  wife  to  William 
Chetwynd,  "  consanguine  us  et  hseres  Phil.  Chetwynd,  mil.,"  and  son  (apparently) 
of  Thomas  and  Elena.  Then  follows  a  covenant  of  marriage,  dated  5  H.  7,  1489, 
between  William,  son  of  William  Chetwynd,  and  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John 
Ferrers,  "  that  William  shall  wed  and  take  to  wyff  Elizabeth  dau.  of  Sir  John  and 
Mawde  by  the  feast  of  St.  Michael."  These  charters  entirely  confirm  Dugdale's 
version  of  the  Alspath  or  Mereden  branch,  but  they  seem  to  shew  that  William  sou 
of  Thomas  and  Elena  did  not  die  s.p.  as  stated,  but  was  really  the  William  "  occisus* 
9  H.  7,"  who  in  the  above  pedigree  is  made  grandson  of  Philip.  The  post  mortem 
inquest  on  Joan  Littleton,  Sir  Philip  Chetwynd's  widow  (who  died  aged  80  on 
22  March  1505),  was  t^en  in  21  H.  7.  Bishop  Lyttelton  states  (see  Collins's 
'  Peerage/  edit.  1779,  vol.  vii.,  p.  433)  that  she  held  for  life  half  the  manor  of 
Grendon,  with  the  advowson  of  the  church,  the  whole  manor  of  Ingestre,  and 
divers  lands  in  Rule,  Rudge,  Breredon,  Grotwich,  etc.,  "  all  by  grant  from  Robert 
Chetwynd  of  Aspath  in  Warwickshire." 


*  He  was  murdered  on  Tixall  Heath.  Dugdale,  in  his  '  Warwickshire,'  gives 
the  following  account  of  this  affair: — "  William  Chetwynd,  one  of  the  gentlemen 
ushers  of  the  chamber  to  King  Henry  VII.,  became  so  much  envied  by  Sir 
Humphrey  Stanley  (then  of  Pipe  in  com.  Staff.),  one  of  the  knights  for  the 
body  to  the  same  King,  and  sheriff  of  that  countie  in  9  H.  7,  as  that  by  means 
of  a  counterfeit  letter  in  the  name  of  Randolf  Brereton,  esquire,  delivered  on 
Friday  night  before  the  feast  of  Sk  John  Baptist's  nativity,  requesting  his  meeting 
with  him  at  Stafford  the  next  morning  by  five  of  the  clock,  being  allured  out  of  his 
house  at  Ingestrie ;  and  passing  thitherwards  accordingly  with  no  more  attendance 
than  his  own  son  and  two  servants,  he  was  waylayed  upon  Tixhall  Heath  by  no  less 
than  xx  persons,  whereof  seven  were  of  the  said  Sir  Humphrey's  own  familie,  some 
with  bows  and  others  with  spears,  all  armed  with  bregandines  and  coats  of  mail, 
who,  issuing  out  of  a  sheep-cote  and  a  dry  pit,  furiously  assaulted  him,  saying  that 
he  should  die,  and  accordingly  killed  him  ;  the  said  Sir  Humphrey  at  that  time 
passing  by  with  at  least  xxiii  persons  on  horseback,  upon  pretence  of  hunting  a 
deer.  All  which  the  petition  to  the  king  made  by  Alice  his  wife,  wherein  she 
craves  that  the  same  Sir  Humphrey  and  his  said  servants  might  answer  for  it,  doth 
manifest.  But  what  was  done  therein  I  have  not  seen."

N.B.  This  family  also  possessed  the  manor  and  advowson  of  Churchill,  near 
Kidderminster,  co.  Worcester.  Thomas  Dickins  of  Bobington  occurs  as  lord  of 
Churchill  7  H.  6,  and  the  same  Thomas  presented  to  the  living  in  1434  and  1459. 
In  1540  and  1571  Hugh  Dickins  of  Leaton  occurs  as  lord,  and  in  1584  William 
Dickins  presented  to  the  church.  (See  Nash,  '  Hist.  Wore./  i.,  192.)  The  parish 
registers  of  Churchill  shew  that  a  branch  of  the  family  was  established  there  down 
to  the  commencement  of  the  last  century,  the  first  mentioned  in  the  registers  being 
Thomas  Dickins,  who  was  surety  to  a  child  baptized  in  1553.  Philippa  Dickins 
was  surety  to  a  son  of  Richard  Wallis  bapt.  1557  ;  and  several  children  of  Thomas 
and  Philippa  Dickins  were  baptized  :  inter  alias,  Eichard  on  3  Feb.  1561,  Elizabeth 
on  15  March  1563,  Alice  on  4  Jan.  1564,  Anne  on  16  Dec.  1566,  Thomas  on 
28  Nov.  1568,  Francis  on  10  June  1571,  and  Susanna  on  22  June  1572.

I  next  find  the  baptism  of  a 
son  of  Thomas  and  Cecily  Dickins.  viz.,  Thomas  on  15  June  1624 ;  and  the  burial  on 
30  Jan.  1640  of  "  Cesilie  Dickins,  wife  of  Thomas  Dickins."  A  Thomas  Dickins  of 
Churchill  (apparently  the  Thomas  bapt.  1624)  married  Mary,  daughter  of  William 
Penn  of  Harborough  Hall,  Hagley,  and  sister  of  Thomas  Penn,  in  whose  will, 
dated  1651,  she  is  mentioned  with  her  two  children  Thomas  and  Mary.  The 
Churchill  registers  record  the  baptism  on  5  Aug.  1649  of  Thomas,  son  of  Thomas 
and  Mary  Dickins,  and  of  another  son  John  in  1653,  who  died  in  his  infancy. 
Further  entries  are  the  burial  of  Thomas  Dickins,  senr.,  on  14  Sept.  1651 ;  the 
baptism  and  burial  of  William,  son  of  Thomas  Dickins,  deceased,  and  Elinor  his 
wife  in  1664 ;  the  baptism  on  5  Dec.  1676  of  Mary,  da.  of  Thomas  and  Catherine 
Dickins;  the  marriage  on  21  April  1694  of  John  Cox  of  Belbroughton  to  Mary 
Dickins;  and  finally  the  burial  on  28  March  3709  of  Thomas  Dickins.

*  She  afterwards  married  Thomas  Jolliffe  of  Cofton,  co.  Worcester,  and  died 
May  1663  in  her  42nd  year.  (M.I.  at  Shenstone.) 

f  She  had  issue  an  only  son  Matthew  Ducie  Moreton,  who  was  created  Lord 
Ducie,  Baron  of  Moreton,  co.  Stafford,  on  9  June  1720,  and  was  ancestor  (through 
his  daughter  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Francis  Reynolds,  Esq.)  of  the  present  Earl  Ducie. 

J  Her  nuncupative  will,  dated  3  July  1629,  is  set  out  in  the  "joint  and  severall 
answeres  of  Thomas  Duddeley  and  Henry  Jevon,"  two  of  the  defendants  to  a  bill 
filed  in  Chancery  23  May  1631  by  Dud  Dudley  of  Tipton,  gent.  It  is  as  follows : 
"  The  said  Elizabeth,  being  visited  with  sickness  whereof  she  afterwards  dyed,  did 
by  word  of  mouth  only,  without  writing,  will  and  declare  how  and  in  what  manner 
her  said  personal  estate  should  be  disposed  of  after  her  decease,  which  was  to  this 
purpose  and  effect  following,  that  is  to  say  :  She  did  will  and  bequeath  to  her  five 
daughters  all  her  wearing  apparel.  And  also  she  did  will  and  bequeath  to  Edward 
Bagley,  son  of  John  Bagley,  £30,  and  to  Dudde  Bagley  his  brother  £30,  to  be  paid 
so  soon  as  her  executors  could  pay  the  same.  Also  to  Thomas  Bagley  and  to  Robert 
Bagley,  sons  of  the  said  John  Bagley,  20s.  apiece;  and  to  the  poor  people  of 
Dudley  all  the  money  to  her  belonging  which  was  then  in  the  hands  of  her  son 
Dudd  Dudley.  And  further  she  willed  that  Gilbert  Gyllyan  and  Ann  Rodes  should 
be  paid  all  that  which  was  then  by  her  due  to  them.  And  further  she  willed  that 
her  son,  the  now  complainant,  should  not  see  her  writings,  because,  as  she  then 
said,  he  might  do  somebody  wrong.  And  all  the  rest,  etc.,  she  gave  and  bequeathed

to  her  eight  children  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  them.  And  of  the  same  her 
will  and  testament  the  said  Elizabeth  did  then  ordain  and  make  these  now 
defendants  Thomas  Duddeley,  her  son-in-law,  and  Henry  Jevon,  her  servant, 
executors,  and  shortly  afterwards  died."  The  defendants  add  that  they  have  not 
yet  proved  the  will,  but  are  willing  to  do  so  "  when  they  shall  be  thereto  by  the 
Ordinary  lawfully  called."  They  had  called  together  the  children  of  the  testatrix 
"  at  her  house  in  Tipton  "  and  arranged  for  a  division,  and  they  had  paid  certain 
debts  of  the  deceased  to  Richard  Smalman,  John  Smalman,  Selman  Wilkes,, 
Elizabeth  Huntbach,  Edward  Jevon,  and  others.  Besides  these  sums  of  money 
paid,  there  were  other  sums  demanded  from  the  defendants  as  executors  as  due  to 
them  by  the  testatrix,  viz.,  "  Mr.  Geffrey  Duddeley  £14,  Mr.  Rob'te  Duddeley 
£40,  and  the  complainant  himself."  Dud  Dudley,  in  his  bill,  alleged  that  he  is  or 
ought  to  be  possessed  of  lands,  ironworks,  and  works  of  stone  and  coal  in  Tipton, 
Sedgley,  Kingswinford,  Rowley-Regis,  and  Oldbury.  Also  of  Tipton  Park  and 
Parkfield,  "which  were  purchased  by  Elizabeth  Tomlinson,  late  mother  of  your 
orator,"  and  conveyed  to  him  and  his  heirs.  Also  of  a  farm  called  Priory  lands  in 
Sedgley,  heretofore  demised  by  Edward,  Lord  Dudley,  to  Richard  Perkshouse,  Esq. 
Also  of  Green's  farm  in  the  parish  of  "Womborne,  demised  by  the  said  Lord  Dudley 
to  Robert  Dudley,  "  brother  of  your  orator,"  in  trust  for  your  orator.  Also  certain 
waste  ground  called  Pensnet  Chase,  containing  2000  acres,  heretofore  demised  by 
the  said  Lord  Dudley  to  one  John  Smallman.  Had  erected  at  great  costs  and 
charges,  furnaces,  etc.  He  then  goes  on  to  say  that  his  late  mother  Elizabeth 
Tomlinson  was  possessed  of  a  great  personal  estate  in  money,  plate,  etc.,  amounting 
to  £600  or  more,  and  that,  having  other  children  who  were  all  provided  for,  she  by 
deed  about  seven  years  past  gave  her  said  goods,  etc.,  to  "  your  orator."  That  the  said 
Elizabeth  died  about  two  years  ago,  and  since  her  death  one  Thomas  Dudley  and 
Henry  Jevon,  by  the  procurement  and  instigation  of  the  said  Edward,  Lord  Dudley, 
have  given  out  that  the  said  Elizabeth  had  made  a  will  and  thereby  given  her 
personal  estate  unto  her  other  children,  contrary  to  the  said  deed  ;  and  that  she  had 
made  Dudley  and  Jevon  her  executors.  That,  notwithstanding  that  Dudley  and 
Jevon  had  not  proved  the  will,  they  had  under  colour  thereof  possessed  themselves 
of  the  said  estate,  intending  to  defraud  and  defeat  your  said  orator.  And  the  said 
Edward,  Lord  Dudley,  Thomas  Dudley,  and  Henry  Jevon  had  "  in  a  violent  and 
outra^ious  manner  "  entered  upon  the  land  and  premises  and  expelled  your  orator 
out  and  from  the  same,  and  have  also,  about  a  year  ago,  wrongfully  entered  into 
the  dwelling-house  of  your  orator  at  Tipton  and  possessed  themselves  of  all  his 
deeds  and  evidences.  And  also  forcibly  carried  away  all  your  orator's  stock  of 
ironstone  and  coals,  and  his  tools  and  implements,  and  at  sundry  times  have 
dangerously  assaulted  and  beaten  your  orator. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  (sub  Dudley)  that  the 
money  in  the  hands  of  Dud  Dudley  which  Elizabeth  Tomlinson  gave  to  the  poor 
was  by  a  decree,  made  in  pursuance  of  an  Inquisition  taken  on  24  Sept.  1638, 
ordered  to  be  paid  to  Richard  Foley  the  elder,  and  by  him  invested  for  the  benefit 
of  t  lie  poor  ;  and  it  was  agreed  that  a  certain  horse  of  the  testatrix  should  be  sold 
in  order  to  make  up  the  amount  to  £50. 

*  Dud  Dudley  would  be  about  64  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  the  Visitation,  for 
he  informs  us  in  his  '  Metallum  Martis,'  pub.  1665,  that  he  was  "  fetched  from 
Oxford,  then  of  Bayliol  Colledge,  anno  1619,  at  20  years  old,  to  look  and  manage 
3  iron  works  of  his  father  on  Pensnet  Chase."  He  was  married  to  Eleanor  Heaton 
at  St.  Helen's,  Worcester,  12  Oct.  1626.  By  her  he  appears  to  have  had  no 
surviving  issue.  She  was  buried  at  St.  Helen's  3  Dec.  1675,  and  he  on  25  Oct.

1684.  He  is  described  in  the  parish  register  as  "  Colonell  Dodo  Dudley."  On  his 
monument  in  St.  Helen's  Church  (now  illegible)  he  is  called  "Dodo  Dudley 
chiliarchi  nobilis  Edwardi  nuper  domini  de  Dudley  filius."  The  monument  is  sur- 
mounted with  the  arms  of  Dudley  (without  the  sinister  bendlet)  impaling  Heaton, 
viz.,  (Argent,)  six  trefoils  slipped  (vert),  2  and  1,  2  and  1 ;  and  two  crests — 1st, 
A  lion's  head  in  a  ducal  coronet,  for  Dudley;  and  2nd,  A  pelican  vulning,  for 
Heaton. 

*  The  will  of  "Eobert  Duddeley  alias  Tomlinson"  of  the  parish  of  Dudley, 
Esquire,  is  dated  28  Jan.  1652,  and  was  proved  in  London  29  July  1653.  He 
directs  his  body  to  be  buried  "  near  unto  my  father "  in  St.  Edmund's  Church, 
Dudley.  "  Whereas  my  brother  Edward  Duddeley  alias  Tomlinson,  deceased,  had 
an  estate  tayle  of  and  in  divers  lands,  etc.,  in  Tipton  alias  Tibbington,  co.  Staff.,  to 
him  and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  and  for  want  of  such  heirs  to  mee  and  the  heirs  of 
my  body ;  and  the  said  Edward  having  died  without  issue,  and  the  said  estate 
belonging  to  me,  I  give  and  devise  all  the  said  lands  in  Tipton  to  my  son  William 
Duddeley  alias  Tomlinson,  and  to  my  daughters  Elizabeth  Porter,  Alice  Jennens, 
and  Jane  Duddeley  alias  Tomlinson,  and  their  heirs."  To  each  of  his  other 
children  20s.  apiece.  The  interest  he  had  in  the  house  in  which  he  then  lived 
called  "  Carye's  Lodge,"  and  also  the  interest  he  had  in  certain  lands  in  Meriden, 
co.  Warwick,  "  lately  settled  on  me  for  99  years  by  a  decree  in  Chancery,"  he  gives 
to  his  "  dear  wife  Ann  Duddeley  alias  Tomlinson,"  and  appoints  her  sole  executrix. 
Signed  "Eobert  Dudley,"  and  witnessed  by  John  Manning,  Eob*  +  Dudley, 
Eob.  +  Brookes,  and  Edw.  Parkshouse.  It  seems  from  a  marginal  note  in  357  Brent 
that  Ann,  the  widow,  also  made  a  will  of  which  her  son  Edward  was  executor ;  and 
on  10  May  1681  Eleanor,  widow  of  the  said  Edward,  obtained  administration  de 
bonis  non.  Walter  Dudley  alias  Tomlinson  and  Jane  Male,  children  of  Eobert, 
are  named  in  the  administration.  The  son  Edward  was  of  the  parish  of  Kingswin- 
ford,  yeoman.  He  died  intestate,  and  administration  of  his  effects  was  granted  at 
Lichfield  on  11  Feb.  1677  to  Eleanor  Dudley  alias  Tomlinson,  his  relict.  His 
inventory  was  made  28  Sept.  1677  by  Edward  Wannerton  and  Thomas  Coxe  of 
Stourbridge,  co.  Worcester,  locksmith.  Eobert  Dudley  appears  to  have  had  a  first 
wife  named  Margaret,  for  "  Margret  wife  to  Eobert  Dudley,  gent.,"  was  buried  at 
Dudley  24  Jan.  1619-20.  I  have  also  notes  of  the  following  entries  in  the  Dudley 
registers :

In  1659,  shortly  after 
Edward's  death,  an  Exchequer  Bill  was  filed  by  Gravenor  Dyson,  an  infant  (by  his 
next  friend  Thomas  Bache,  his  maternal  grandfather),  Henry  Dyson,  John  Dodgson 
and  Jane  his  wife,  William  Apperley  and  Tabitha  his  wife,  Abigail  Dyson  spinster, 
and  Hester  Dyson  spinster,  against  the  Attorney-General,  as  to  the  sub-committee 
for  taking  accounts  of  all  persons  who  had  received  any  money  or  goods  in  the 
county  of  Worcester  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth ;  of  which  committee 
Henry  Dyson,  deceased,  father  of  the  plaintiff  Henry  and  grandfather  of  the  plaintiff 
Gravenor  Dyson,  had  been  Chairman.

(W.  Salt  Library)  as  the  coat 
of  Hugh  and  Sampson  Erdeswick  of  Sandon  ;  but  as  I  had  never  before  met  with 
it  as  an  Erdeswick  bearing  I  conceived  it  to  be  a  mistake,  and  so  stated  in  a  footnote 
to  the  Visitation  of  1583  ('  Staff.  Coll./  iii.,  pt.  2,  p.  9).  It  is  clear,  however,  from 
Bostock's  note  that  the  coat  really  was  used  at  one  time  by  Sampson  Erdeswick. 
In  the  Visitation  of  London,  1568,  published  by  the  Harleian  Society,  Richard 
Erdeswick  of  London,  a  member  of  the  Sandon  family,  bears  the  chevron  and 
bezants,  quartering  five  other  coats  ;  and  for  crest,  Out  of  a  ducal  coronet  gules,  a 
boar's  head  per  pale  argent  and  sable.

His  mother 
was  Mary,  da.  of  Roger  Leigh  of  the  Ridge,  co.  Chester.  Sampson  Erdeswick  was 
twice  married  —  first  to  Elizabeth,  second  da.  and  coheir  of  Humphrey  Dixwell  of 
Church  Over,  co.  Warwick  ;  and  secondly  (on  24  April  1593)  to  Mary,  da.  and  h.  of 
Francis  Neale,  and  widow  of  Everard  Digby  of  Tilton,  co.  Leicester.  By  his  first 
wife  he  had  issue  five  daughters,  viz.,  Margaret  wife  of  ....  Francis,  Helen  wife  of 
Thomas  Coyney  of  Weston  Coyney,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  and  Margery  ;  and  by  his 
second  wife  he  was  father  of  Richard  (his  heir),  Matthew,  and  Jane.  Erdeswick 
died  in  1603,  apparently  intestate,  for  there  is  a  note  in  an  old  "Act  Book"  at 
Lichfield  that  on  the  1st  July  1603  administration  of  his  goods  was  committed  to 
Simon  Digby  (?),  "ad  opus  et  usum  Margerise  Erdeswicke,  Marise  Erdeswicke,  et 
Margaretse  Frauncis,  filiarum  natural'  diet'  defunct'."  His  son  and  successor, 
Richard,  was  under  age  at  his  father's  death.  He  sued  out  his  ousterlemain  in 
6  Charles  I.  The  warrant  of  the  Court  of  Wards  and  Liveries  is  dated  10  Feb. 
6  Charles  I.  (1631).  It  recites  that  on  28  June  1  James  it  was  found  that 
Sampson  Erdeswicke,  Esq.,  was  in  his  lifetime  seised  in  his  demesne  as  of  fee  of  and 
in  the  manor  of  Sandon  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  and  of  the  advowson  of  the 
church  of  Sandon,  holden  of  the  King  as  of  his  honour  of  Tutbury  by  knight's 
service,  and  of  and  in  divers  other  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments 
in  the  said  county,  otherwise  holden,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  the  clear  yearly 
value  of  £24  19s.  4d.  And  Richard  Erdeswicke,  Esq.,  his  son  and  next  heir,  having 
cleared  himself  of  all  things  due  to  his  Majesty  in  the  Court  of  Wards  and  Liveries 
since  his  full  age  unto  the  day  of  the  date  of  these  presents,  prayeth  his  ousterle- 
main of  the  premises,  to  be  holden  by  knight's  service  as  aforesaid,  which  premises 
are  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £21  ;  therefore  ousterlemain  is  granted  accordingly.

*  The  will  of  Sampson  Erdeswick,  described  as  of  Healey,  co.  Stafford,  gent.,  is 
dated  18  Sept.  1693,  and  was  proved  at  Lichfield  27  Nov.  1695.  He  refers  to  his 
wife  Elizabeth,  and  to  his  messuage  and  lands  at  Gayton.  Mentions  "  my  nephew 
Sampson  Erdeswick,  son  of  my  brother  Edward  Erdeswick  ;  my  brother  Matthew 
Erdeswick,  gent. ;  my  niece  Mary  Erdeswick,  sister  of  the  said  Sampson ;  Matthew 
Whittall  and  John  Hawley,  sons  of  my  two  nephews  Thomas  Whittall  and  John 
Hawley ;  Thomas  Mottley,  son  of  Ann  Mottley,  and  supposed  son  of  my  brother 
John  Erdeswick ;  and  my  nephews  and  nieces  the  sons  and  daughters  of  my  two 
sisters  Jane  Whithall  and  Elizabeth  Hawley  deceased."  In  the  inventory  (which 
was  made  10  June  1695  by  Henry  Carington  and  John  Hawley)  the  testator  is 
described  as  of  Thornhill  in  the  parish  of  Madeley.  His  niece  Mary  is  probably 
"Mr8  Mary  Erdeswick,"  the  kinswoman  of  William  Fowler  of  St.  Thomas  (see 
notes  to  that  pedigree),  who  died  19  June  1697,  the  kinship  being  via  Stanton  and 
Hare  well.  The  testator's  nephew  Sampson  (son  of  Edward)  was,  I  suppose, 
ancestor  of  Joseph  Erdeswick  (called  in  Foster's  '  Lancashire  Pedigrees '  "  of 
Hartley  Green  "),  whose  only  da.  and  heir  Mary  is  stated  by  Mr.  Foster  to  have 
married  at  Wolverhampton  on  30  Nov.  1775  Henry  Bowdon,  and  to  have  died  in 
1791.  In  Glover's  '  Derbyshire '  (8vo  edit.,  ii.,  304)  this  lady  is  called  "  Mary,  only 
child  of  Joseph  Erdeswick  of  Sandon  Hall,  Esq.,  eldest  son  of  Sampson  Erdeswick 
of  the  same  place."  In  a  footnote  Mr.  Glover  gives  ("  from  the  information  of  J.  H. 
Bowden,  Esq.,  1830  ")  the  following  strange  story  :  "  Sampson  Erdeswick  of  Sandon 
Hall  had  two  sons  and  a  daughter.  The  sons  informing  their  father  that  they  did 
not  intend  to  marry,  he,  under  that  impression,  left  Sandon  Hall  and  its  domain  to 
his  daughter,  who  married  Lord  Archibald  Hamilton,  who  sold  the  same  to  .... 
Ryder,  ancestor  of  the  present  Earl  of  Harrowby.  Joseph  Erdeswick,  one  of  the 
sons,  however,  when  50  years  of  age,  married  the  sister  of  Hugford  Hassall,  an 
eminent  solicitor  at  Soltiwell  (?  Solihull),  county  of  Warwick,  and  left  an  only 
daughter,  who  married  Henry  Bowden  of  Beighton  Fields,  Esq.,  and  now  of  South- 
gate  House,  county  of  Derby."  I  need  scarcely  say  that  the  Sandon  estates  had 
then  long  since  passed  away  from  the  family  of  Erdeswick,  having  been  sold  by  the 
son  of  the  historian  to  the  Digby  family.  As  to  Lord  Archibald  Hamilton  (after- 
wards 9th  Duke  of  Hamilton),  he  certainly  had  possession  of  the  Sandon  estate,  and 
indeed  built  the  present  mansion,  but  he  did  not  marry  an  Erdeswick,  nor  was  the 
estate  left  to  him  by  an  Erdeswick.  He  inherited  it,  or  obtained  it  by  will  or 
settlement,  for  it  was  acquired  by  his  grandfather,  James,  Duke  of  Hamilton,  in 
marriage  with  the  heiress  of  Digby,  Lord  Gerard.  Archibald,  Duke  of  Hamilton, 
really  married,  in  1765,  Lady  Harriet  Stuart,  da.  of  John,  Earl  of  Galloway,  and 
was  ancestor  by  her  of  the  present  Duke.

Mentions  his 
sons  Walter,  William,  and  Thomas;  his  daughters  Gertrude  Fowler,  Dorothy 
Groves,  and  Magdalen  Fowler ;  and  his  cousin  Thomas  Canning.  In  the  Royalist 
Composition  Papers  he  is  mentioned  as  having  taken  an  active  part  in  the  Civil 
Wars  on  the  King's  side,  being  seen  "often  with  his  sword  by  his  side  and  his 
pole-axe  in  his  hand.  And  when  the  Moorland  men  came  against  Sir  Francis 
Wortley,  he  (a  witness)  saw  Mr.  Fowler  ride  forth  of  Stafford,  having  a  buff  coat 
and  armour  upon  it,  with  a  head-piece,  sword,  and  pistol.  And  further  this 
deponent  saw  the  said  Mr.  Fowler,  together  with  Sir  Francis  Wortley  and  others, 
charge  the  said  Moorlanders."  Walter  Fowler's  name  appears  in  the  list  of

"  near  his  virtuous  and  devout  friend  Mr.  John  Austen  "  (Mon.  at  Baswich).  He 
married  Mary,  da.  and  coheiress  of  Walter  Heveningham  of  Aston,  but  by  her,  who  was 
buried  at  Baswich  18  Dec.  1694,  had  no  issue.  His  will  is  dated  6  Feb.  1695,  and  was 
proved  in  London  28  May  1697.  (92  Pyne.)  He  leaves  his  lands  and  manors  to  his 
brother  William  and  his  heirs.  Mentions  his  sister  Catherine,  "mistress  of  St. 
Thomas,  brother  William's  wife,"  his  brother  Thomas,  his  sister  Dorothy  Grove,  his 
nephew  Thomas  Grove,  his  nieces  Mary  Grove  and  Gertrude  Grove,  "my  niece  Casey  " 
then  in  France,  his  sister  Gertrude  Fowler,  his  cousin  Gilbert  Whitehall,  and  his 
kinsman  Mr.  Thomas  Canning.  Of  his  sisters,  Gertrude,  Constance,  and  Mary  died 
unm.,  and  were  buried  at  Baswich  on  22  Feb.  1699-1700,  1  Sept.  1666,  and  20  Jan. 

1675  respectively.  Dorothy  m.  John  Grove,  and  Magdalen  m Casey.  Mrs. 

Grove  had  issue  a  son  Thomas,  and  three  daughters — Mary,  wife  of Mitcham  ; 

Gertrude,  wife  of Brograve ;  and  Dorothy,  wife  of  Edmund  Edwards.  Thomas 

Grove  married  Rebecca  Addis  of  Durrance,  co.  Worcester,  and  had  issue  a  daughter 
and  heiress  married  to  E-ichard  Fitzgerald.

I  presume, 
the  "  Katherine  Fowler  alias  Betham  of  S*  Thomas  "  who  was  buried  17  Sep.  1725) 
a  da.  and  heiress  Katherine,  m.  5  Aug.  1726  to  Thomas  Belasyse,  Lord  Fauconberg. 

f  William  Fowler  was  the  last  male  representative  of  the  Fowlers  of  St. 
Thomas.  He  married  Katherine,  da.  of  (?  Edward)  Hare  well  and  Jane  his  wife, 
but  by  her,  who  was  buried  at  Baswich  24  March  1711,  had  no  issue.  He  died 
24  Jan.  1716,  and  by  his  dealings  with  the  estate  gave  occasion  for  the  leading  case 
"  Fauconberg  v.  Fitzgerald,"  from  which  much  of  the  information  here  given  has 
been  obtained.  William  Fowler  erected  a  monument  in  Baswich  Church  in  the 
year  1700  to  the  memory  of  Walter  Fowler  his  father,  Constance  his  mother,  Mrs.

24  Jan.  1716-7,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Grove  his  sister,  Mr.  Thomas  Fowler  his  brother 
who  died  15  March  1710-11,  Mr.  William  Pegg  his  "  virtuous  kinsman  "  who  died 
7  Nov.  1711,  Mr.  Edward  Giffard  his  kinsman  who  died  22  Dec.  1712,  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Erdeswick  his  kinswoman  who  died  19  June  1697.

Mentions  her  cousins  Francis  Butler,  Walter  Fowler  and  his 
wife,  Charles  Fowler  and  his  wife,  and  William  Fowler;  my  cousins  Elizabeth 
Forrester,  Sarah  Figes,  and  her  son  Mr.  John  Figes,  etc.  Leaves  £10  each  to 
Alice  Fowler  and  Elizabeth  Somerford,  nieces  of  my  husband  Dr.  Matthew  Fowler. 

§  Thomas  Fowler  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  was  created  D.D.  16  Jan.  1642-3 
(Wood's  : Fasti3)-  He  was  instituted  to  the  Rectory  of  Whitchurch,  4  April

Mentions  his  sons  Charles  and  William, 
and  his  daughters  Elizabeth  Wightwick,  Mary  widow  of  John  Wightwick,  Anne 
Fowler,  and  Catherine  Fowler.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Charles  (Walter, 
named  in  the  Visitation,  having  evidently  died  young),  who  married  Sarah,  da.  and 
ultimately  heiress  of  Robert  Leveson  of  Wolverhampton,  and  had  (with  other  issue, 
for  which  see  Burke's  '  Commoners,'  iv.,  390)  a  son  Thomas  Fowler  of  Shrewsbury, 
who  died  in  1759,  aged  63,  having  had  issue  by  Barbara  his  wife,  da.  of  John

Thomas  Amler,  M.A.,  of  Ford,  Salop,  by  whom  he  left  issue  at  his  decease  on 
31  Dec.  1797,  aged  56  (with  a  son  Charles,  who  died  31  Jan.  1800,  aged  15), 
an  only  da.  and  heiress  Frances,  married  6  Sept.  1804  to  Samuel  Allsopp  of  Burton- 
on-Trent,  by  whom  she  was  mother  of  Sir  Henry  Allsopp,  Bart.

Shortly  after  the  death  of  the  testator,  the  complainant, 
being  then  about  19  years  old,  appointed  Benjamin  Cosyn,  "his  uncle  on  the 
mother's  side,"  to  be  his  guardian,  and  with  the  said  Cosyn's  consent  one  of  the 
tenements  was  let  for  £10  per  annum,  and  Cosyn  was  contented  that  she  should 
receive  this  £30  for  her  annuity.

said  Caesar  of  the  one  part  and  John  Tredwyn  and  Edward  Norgate  of  the  other 
part,  of,  etc.,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Caesar  for  life,  and  after  to  the  use  of  Benjamin 
Galliardello  his  son,  then  to  the  first  son  of  the  said  Benjamin,  etc.,  with  divers 
remainders  over.  Mark  Anthony  Galliardello  was  undoubtedly  the  father  of  Caesar. 
He  was  an  Italian  musician,  and  his  burial  is  thus  noted  in  the  registers  of  Holy 
Trinity,  Minories :  "  Mr  Mark  Anthony  Galliardello,  musician  and  sarvant  to  ye 
Queen's  Majestie,  was  buried  in  good  name  and  fame  and  most  godly  respect  of  all 
his  neighbours,  ye  17  day  of  June  1585."

*  Dugdale  constantly  speaks  of  Samuel  Roper  (who  was  a  Barrister  of  Lincoln's 
Inn  and  a  Colonel  in  the  Parliamentary  Army)  as  his  "  cousin ;"  and  a  letter  from 
him  to  Dugdale,  dated  circa  1654,  is  signed  "  Your  loving  cousin,  SAM.  ROPEB." 
(See  Hamper's  '  Life  and  Correspondence  of  Sir  William  Dugdale.')  In  his 
autobiography  (written  in  the  third  person)  Dugdale  says  that  "  his  inclination  to 
the  study  of  antiquities  was  not  a  little  encouraged  by  Samuel  Roper,  Esq.,  with 
whom,  by  reason  he  was  cousin  german  to  Mr.  Richard  Seawall,  who  had  married  his 
(Dugdale's)  sister,  he  had  first  acquaintance  about  the  year  1615."  This  is  the 
only  connection  I  can  discover  between  the  families.  Richard  Sewall  was  the 
younger  son  of  Henry  Sewall,  or  Shewell,  Alderman  of  Coventry,  by  Margaret  his 
wife,  eldest  daughter  and  coheir  of  Alverey  Greysbrooke,  and  sister  of  Anne,  second 
wife  of  Thomas  Roper  of  Heanor  and  of  the  Inner  Temple,  mother  of  the  said 
Samuel.  Alderman  Sewall  was  one  of  the  "  supervisors "  of  the  will  (dated  1575) 
of  Alverey  Greysbrooke.  He  died  16  April  1628,  aged  84,  and  was  buried  in  St. 
Michael's  Church,  Coventry.  His  eldest  son  Henry,  bapt.  at  St.  Michael's  in  1576, 
emigrated  to  New  England,  and  was  grandfather  of  Samuel  Sewall,  Chief  Justice  of 
Massachusetts,  whose  interesting  '  Diary '  has  been  published  by  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Society.

Harman  of  the  same  place  (ob.  1528),  and  nephew  of  John  Harman  alias  Yesey, 
Bishop  of  Exeter.  The  will  of  Raphael  Yardley  "  of  Awcote  in  the  countie  of 
Warr.,  gent./'  is  dated  29  Nov.  1614,  and  was  proved  at  Lichfield  in  June  1615.  He 
mentions  his  wife  Amye,  and  "  my  children,"  but  gives  no  names. 

*  The  writer's  maternal  grandmother  was  a  Harman  (see  preceding  note).  The 
name  of  his  paternal  grandmother  (wife  of  Robert  Greisbrooke  of  Shenstone)  was 
Margery,  but  as  yet  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover  her  family  name.  She 
proved  her  husband's  will  18  Sept.  1613,  and  died  soon  after,  for  administration  of 
her  effects  was  granted  19  Jan.  1613-14  to  Alice,  wife  of  James  Hodgkinson,  her 
daughter.  This  last-named  Eobert  Greisbrooke  was  the  second  son  but  testa- 
mentary heir  of  his  father,  also  named  Robert,  who  in  his  will,  dated  2  Dec.  1569 
and  proVed  at  Lichfield  31  July  1570,  bequeaths  "  unto  John  Gresbroke,  my  oldest 
sonne,  yf  he  be  nowe  lyvynge,  foure  pounds  of  lawfull  money  of  Ingland,  upon 
condicion  that  the  sayd  John  shall  release  unto  Rob'te  Gresbroke,  my  yonger  sonne, 
all  hys  right,  interest,  tytle,  clayme,  and  demande  that  he  hath,  or  shall  have,  in  or 
to  all  suche  messuages,  lands,  ten'ts,  medowes,  lesowes,  pastures,  rents,  revercons, 
p'mises,  and  herydytaments  whatsoever,  whiche  be,  or  were,  of  thenherytaunce  of 
me  the  said  Rob'te,  or  of  John  Gresbroke  my  father,  sett',  lyeing,  and  beyinge  in 
Shenston  foresayd,  or  ellswhere  within  the  realme  of  Ingland.  And  yf  the  sayd 
John  refuse  so  to  do,  then  I  wyll  that  the  sayd  foure  poundes  shalbe  bestowed  and 
imployed  in  defendynge  of  the  right  of  the  said  Rob'te  my  yonger  sonne,  and  to 
the  use  of  the  poore  people  in  Shenston  aforesayd."  He  refers  to  "  Anne  my  nowe 
wyffe,"  to  Roland  and  William  "  my  toe  yongest  sonnes,"  and  to  Elizabeth,  Ellen, 
and  Margaret  his  daughters.  The  short  will  of  his  father  John  is  dated  1541.  He 
wills  that  his  debts  be  paid  and  the  residue  divided  among  Elizabeth  his  wife  and 
his  children.  The  Greisbrooke  family  is  said  by  Sanders  ('  Hist,  of  Shenstone')  to 
have  come  originally  from  Gresbroke  (now  usually  written  Greasbrough)  near 
Rotherham,  co.  York.  The  first  of  the  name  at  Shenstone  was  Bartholomew  de 
Gresbroke,  who  had  a  grant,  temp.  H.  3,  from  Robert  de  Grendon  of  all  that  his 
house  with  messuages,  etc.,  which  the  Lady  Alicia  de  Braye  formerly  held  of  him 
in  Senestan  as  of  her  dower,  with  house-bote  and  hay-bote  in  the  woods  of  Senestan. 
(Shaw,  ii.,  32.)  This  Bartholomew  (who  was  alive  in  26  H.  3,  and  dead  in  3  E.  1) 
had  by  Edith  his  wife  two  sons  Adam  and  Robert.  From  this  date  the  name  is 
constantly  found  in  connection  with  Shenstone,  the  last  of  the  family  having  been 
Robert  Greisbrooke,  gent.,  who  died  s.p.  in  1728,  leaving  his  estate  in  Shenstone  to 
his  nephew  Greisbrooke  Cramp,  son  of  Thomas  Cramp  of  Longdon,  gent.,  by  Sarah 
sister  of  the  said  Robert. 

f  Robert  Greisbrooke,  the  writer,  was  buried  at  Shenstone  26  May  1681,  and 
Sarah  "  Grazbrook,"  widow,  whom  I  take  to  have  been  his  second  wife,  on  14  Aug. 
1703.  In  1633  he  lived  at  Little  Packington,  co.  Warwick,  and  he  married  there 
3  Nov.  1629  Sarah,  da.  of  Thomas  Race  of  that  place,  their  marriage  settlement 
being  dated  14  Sept.  5  Charles  1.  He  had  two  children  William  and  Elizabeth, 
baptized  at  Little  Packington  in  1634  and  1636,  the  former  of  whom  died  an 
infant.  In  Shenstone  Registers  I  find  Susanna,  da,  of  Robert  Greysbrook,  bapt. 
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of  Ofttbtfle

1  March  1656  ;  and  Robert,  who  was  certainly  the  successor  and  no  doubt  son  of 
the  said  Robert,  appears  to  have  been  born  about  1649,  as  in  his  marriage  allegation 
papers  1672  he  is  described  as  "  setatis  23  aut  de  circiter."  This  Robert  married, 
18  July  1672,  Jemima,  da.  of  the  Rev.  William  Grace,  Vicar  of  Shenstone,  and  was 
father  of  Robert,  who  died  in  1728,  mentioned  in  the  preceding  note.  Robert 
Greisbrooke  was  buried  at  Shenstone  24  Dec.  1718,  and  administration  of  his 
personal  estate  was  granted  31  Dec.  1718  to  Jemima  his  widow.  Some  dozen  years 
before  his  death  (as  appears  from  a  deed  of  1707)  he  lived  at  Hawkeswell  in 
Warwickshire,  his  son  Robert  (in  the  deed  styled  his  "only  son  and  heir  apparent ") 
occupying  the  family  "  mansion  house  "  in  Shenstone. 

*  Henry,  Lord  Grey,  was  nephew  and  male  representative  of  Henry,  Duke  of 
Suffolk,  father  of  the  ill-fated  Lady  Jane  Grey.  His  eldest  son  John  (who  died 
vita  patris)  was  father  of  Henry,  created  Earl  of  Stamford  in  1628,  ancestor  of  the 
present  Earl. 

f  He  married  Dorothy,  da.  of  Sir  Walter  Wrottesley,  his.  half-niece.  See 
Wrottesley  pedigree.

*  William  Grosvenor,  here  styled  "  of  Eaton,"  was  really  of  Broughton  in  the 
parish  of  Claverley,  co.  Salop.  He  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Grosvenor,  and  grandson 
of  John  Grosvenor;  which  John  was  a  younger  son  of  Thomas  Grosvenor,  or 
Gravenor,  of  High  Gravenor  in  the  parish  of  Claverley.  "  Eichard  Sharesmyth  de 
Penne,"  father  of  Margaret  the  wife  of  William,,  attests  a  Penn  charter  of  temp. 
H.  6,  and  was  one  of  the  collectors  of  the  Staffordshire  subsidy  in  the  same  reign. 
Humphrey  Grosvenor,  son  of  William,  was  of  Farncote  in  Claverley  parish  in 
22  E.  4  (1482)  and  16  H.  7  (1500).  In  the  former  year  his  father  William  settled 
upon  him  and  Joice  his  wife  a  messuage  and  lands  in  Farncote.  See  an  elaborate 
pedigree  compiled  from  documentary  evidence  by  the  late  Joseph  Morris  of 
Shrewsbury  in  the  'Herald  and  Genealogist,'  v.,  33  et  seq.,  where  the  alleged 
descent  of  this  family  from  the  Grosvenors  of  Eaton,  as  asserted  by  the  Heralds,  is 
shewn  to  be  erroneous. 

f  Rose  was  da.  and  coheir  (with  her  sister  Ellen,  wife  of  William  Leveson)  of 
.J- John  Clayton  of  Harwood  Parva,  co.  Lancaster,  by  Eose  his  wife,  da.  and  heir  of 
Eichard  Bushbury  of  Bushbury.  In  5  H.  8  John  Gravenor  and  Eose  his  wife 
grant  a  messuage  in  Seisdon  to  Henry  Barnesley,  and  in  4  E.  6  Eose  Gravenor  of 
Tettenhall,  widow  of  John  Gravenor,  releases  to  Thomas,  son  of  Henry  Barnesley, 
all  right  to  a  messuage  in  Seisdon,  late  the  lands  of  Humphrey  Gravenor  and 
Joyce  his  wife.  (Shaw,  ii.,  208 ;  Dugdale's  '  Warwickshire ' ;  and  '  Herald  and 
Genealogist,'  v.,  42.)

*  According  to  the  Visitation  of  1583  this  Henry  was  fourth  son  of  John  and 
Rose,  and  died  s.p.  In  some  pedigrees  he  is  stated  to  have  married  Alice  Whit- 
greave  of  Burton ;  but  see  the  pedigree  of  Grosvenor  of  Hungersheath. 

t  According  to  the  original  Visitation  of  Herts  in  1572  (G.  17,  Coll.  Arm., 
fo.  31b)  John  Grosvenor  "  of  Enfield  "  had  issue  three  sons,  viz.,  Edward,  son  and 
heir ;  2,  Robert ;  and  3,  William.  Robert,  the  second  son  (who  entered  and  signed 
the  pedigree),  was  of  Wade's  Mill,  Herts ;  he  married  Elizabeth,  da.  of  .... 
Parnfold  of  Sussex,  and  had  issue  Jane,  Mary,  and  Elizabeth.  In  1578  Robert 
Grosvenor  of  Wade's  Mill  and  Richard  Parnefold  were  defendants  in  a  Chancery 
suit  brought  by  the  collectors  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Steyning.  It  appears 
that  Jane  Waller,  the  defendant  Grosvenor's  mother,  left  the  rents  of  certain  lands 
for  charitable  purposes,  and  directed  her  son  the  said  Robert  Grosvenor  to  make 
distribution  of  the  same  after  her  death  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  poor,  but  he 
endeavoured  to  avoid  the  same  by  connivance  with  Parnefold  the  other  defendant. 
In  the  MS.  G.  17  above  named  the  wife  of  John  Grosvenor,  and  mother  of  Robert, 
is  simply  called  " ....  da.  of  ....  of  Staffordshire." 

£  The  pedigree  given  by  Shaw  (ii.  178)  and  that  compiled  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Morris  assign  two  other  sons,  Thomas  and  Edward,  to  Jonas  and  Elizabeth 
Grosvenor.  Thomas,  the  second  son,  was  the  alleged  ancestor  of  a  personage  who 
styled  himself  "  William  Le  Grosvenor,"  a  licentiate  of  the  College  of  Physicians, 
of  Bewdley,  co.  Worcester.  In  the  year  1776  Dr.  Grosvenor  printed  a  pamphlet, 
now  extremely  rare,  in  which  he  claimed  to  be  the  "  head  and  heir-male  "  of  the 
Grosvenors  of  Eaton,  in  right  of  his  descent  from  William  Grosvenor  who,  he  says, 
"is  registered  in  the  Heralds'  College  as  William  Grosvenor  of  Eaton,"  and  who 
must  therefore  have  possessed  that  estate.  He  gives  the  descent  from  Humphrey 
to  Jonas  from  the  Visitation  pedigree.  Jonas  Grosvenor,  he  says,  had  by  Elizabeth 
nee  Cotton  three  sons,  Walter,  Thomas,  and  Edward.  "  The  male  issue  of  Walter, 
the  eldest  son,  became  extinct  after  three  generations,  viz.,  in  the  year  1732  by  the 
death  of  John  Grosvenor,  or  Le  Grosvenor,  of  Wolverhampton,  Esqr.  Walter 
Grosvenor,  or  Le  Grosvenor,  the  grandfather,  Jonas  the  father,  and  Jonas  and 
Archibald  the  two  eldest  brothers  of  this  John  lived  chiefly  at  Newbridge,  at  or 
near  Tettenhall,  though  they  sometimes  resided  at  Wolverhampton,  and  sometimes 
at  Bushbury."  Shaw  informs  us  that  the  Bushbury  estate  was  sold  in  1721  by 
Archibald  Grosvenor,  great-grandson  of  Walter  and  Eleanor  nee  Bradshaw.  This 
Archibald  married  Prances  Hale,  who,  in  one  of  Hadfield's  MSS.  in  the  William 
Salt  Library,  is  stated  to  have  been  granddaughter  of  Lord  Chief  Justice  Sir 
Matthew  Hale.  Archibald  Grosvenor,  after  he  had  sold  his  estate  at  Bushbury, 
resided  at  Hale  Hall,  near  Cheadle,  a  house  which  he  built  and  so  named  in  honour 
of  his  wife.  He  died  s.p.  in  1725,  and  she  in  1736.  "  Thomas,  the  second  son  of  the 
before-mentioned  Jonas  (continues  the  Doctor)  married,  and  settled  at  a  place  called 
'  The  Stockings '  in  the  parish  of  Codsall,  ....  and  had  issue  William  Grosvenor

(2)  Eichard,  and  (3)  William,  all  of  whom  died  unmarried  except  William,  the 
third  son,  who  married  and  died  at  Kidderminster  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father  and 
brothers.  This  William,  the  third  son,  married  Sarah,1  the  eldest  daughter  of 
Henry  Sanders,  or  Saunders,  of  Stourbridge,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  gent.,  by 
whom  he  had  issue  one  only  son,  viz.,  the  said  William  Le  Grosvenor,  now  living  in 
Bewdley  aforesaid.  He  is  a  physician  by  diploma  from  the  President  and  elect 
Fellows  of  the  Eoyal  College  of  Physicians,  London.2  It  appears  clearly  to  him 
and  others  that  he  is  the  heir-male  of  the  before -mentioned  Gilbert  Le  Grosvenor, 
and  of  the  famous  Sir  Robert  Le  Grosvenor,  and  of  Ealph  Le  Grosvenor  and  Joan 
his  wife,  the  heiress  of  Eaton ;  and  therefore  he  cannot  but  be  of  opinion  that  he 
hath  a  right  to  call  himself,  and  be  called,  by  the  name  and  appellation  of  William  Le 

Grosvenor,,  and  to  bear  the  Grosvenors'  arms  pure In  consequence  of  his  being 

an  orphan  at  about  five  years  of  age,  by  the  loss  of  his  father  at  Kidderminster,  he 
has  been  privately  surrounded  by  an  infernal  crew  of  villains  and  wolves  in  sheeps' 
clothing,  who  have  found  means  to  rob  him  of  his  property,  to  get  possession  of, 
and  to  withhold  from  him  the  greatest  part  of  his  inheritance,  and  to  obstruct 
justice  while  he  was  using  his  best  endeavours  to  obtain  it,  particularly  with 
respect  to  the  Stockings  estate.  Some  of  these  villains  have  formed  many  schemes, 
and  made  several  attempts  to  deprive  him  of  his  life ;  and  they  have  lately  burnt 
down  his  house  and  barn  at  Cod  sail.  The  Stockings,  Withington,  and  Bushbury 
estates  have  been  withheld  from  him ;  and  in  the  opinion  of  many  people  he  hath  a 
better  right  to  the  Eaton  estate  than  Lord  Grosvenor,  its  present  possessor.

It 
appears  from  the  Enville  registers  that  Thomas,  son  of  William  and  Anne  Hale, 
was  bapt.  1637,  and  Mary,  da.  of  the  same,  in  1644.

16  Nov.  1569,  and  it  was  proved  at  Lichfield  in  1570.  He  mentions  his  wife

"  They  have  no  right  to  Armes,  not  being  descended  of  a  Gentleman's  family  ; 

whereupon  John  Keeling,  the  Judge,^  2d  son  of  Thomas  Keeling  of  Newcastle  by 

the  dau.  of  Sidway,  and  younger  brother  to  Eaph  Keeling  of  Newcastle,  was  obliged 

to  sue  forth  a  Patent  of  Armes  A°  1632  sibi  et  hseredib' ;  which  John  had  issue 

*  Ralph  was  baptized  at  Newcastle  10  April  1582,  and  John  his  brother  (who 
was  of  the  Inner  Temple,  Esq.)  2  Feb.  1585  ;  also  eight  other  children  of  Thomas 
Keeling  were  bapt.  there,  of  whom  three  died  young.  The  survivors  were: 
Elizabeth,  b.  3  Jan.  1587  (?m.  to  George  Oderley  10  Nov.  1607);  Thomas, 
7  June  1590;  Clara,  16  April  1596;  Edward,  26  Jan.  1598;  and  Mary,  9  Dec. 
1605.  Of  the  issue  of  Ealph :  Isaac  was  bapt.  15  Sept.  1605 ;  Thomas,  28  March 
1613;  Ealph,  26  March  1616;  and  Elizabeth,  10  Jan.  1618.  William  "Breett" 
and  Elizabeth  Keeling  were  married  2  Jan.  1649. 

f  Isaac  Keeling  was  buried  at  Wolstanton  15  Aug.  1679,  and  Anne,  his  widow, 
on  4  July  1683.  Administration  of  the  effects  of  Isaac  Keeling,  clerk,  Vicar  of 
Wolstanton,  was  granted  at  Lichfield  30  Sept.  1680  to  John  Turner  of  Wolstanton 
and  John  Baddiley,  creditors. 

£  Gregory  King  has  here  confounded  John  Keeling  of  Hackney,  who  was 
simply  a  barrister,  with  Sir  John  Keelinge,  Knt.,  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's 
Bench,  who  was  the  son  of  John  Keelinge  by  Alice,  da.  of  Gregory  Waterhouse  of 
Halifax,  and  grandson  of  William  Keelinge  "  of  the  county  of  Worcester."  (Harl. 
MS.  1487.)  The  Judge's  arms  were,  Argent,  three  scaling-ladders  in  bend  gules. 
Crest :  A  lion  sejant  or,  holding  a  scaling-ladder  gules.  (See  Le  Neve's  '  Knights,' 
Harl.  Soc.,  p.  150,  and  Harl.  MS.  ut  supra.)  John  Keelinge  of  Hackney  married 
Elizabeth,  da.  of  William  Croke  of  Chilton,  Bucks,  and  by  her,  who  was  born 
21  June  1597  (Hist,  of  the  Family  of  Croke,  i.,  664),  had  issue  two  sons  Moses  and 
Thomas.  His  will  is  dated  19  Aug.  1633  and  was  proved  in  London  2  June  1649. 
He  desires  to  be  buried  in  the  Temple  Church  near  his  wife's  uncle  Mr.  Henry 
Croke ;  refers  to  purchase  of  lands  at  Blurton,  Staffordshire.  Much  of  his  property 
he  gives  to  his  son  Thomas  "  to  bring  up  his  children,"  but  the  bulk  is  devised  to 
his  wife  Elizabeth  and  his  eldest  son  Moses.  The  will  was  proved  by  his  relict  and 
his  two  sons ;  his  "  good  brother  Mr  Alexander  Croke "  was  one  of  the  overseers. 
In  1651  administration  of  the  effects  of  Elizabeth  Keeling  of  Hackney,  widow,  was 
granted  to  her  son  Moses. 
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Moses,  and  he  had  issue  John  who  died  unmarried  in  1682,  so  that  the  descendants 
of  the  Patentee  are  extinct  ;  and,  being  granted  to  the  younger  brother,  will  not 
reach  to  the  issue  of  Raphe,  who  was  his  elder  brother.  Vide  Vis.  Lond.,*  C.  24 
fo.

*  The  Visitation  of  London,  1633-4,  to  which  Gregory  King  here  refers,  gives 
the  arms  of  "John  Keling  of  the  Inner  Temple,  Esqr,"  who  married  Elizabeth 
Croke,  as,  Quarterly— 1  and  4,  Sable,  a  lion  rampant  or,  supporting  a  shield  argent 
charged  with  a  cross  formee  fitchee  gules  ;  2  and  3,  Gyronny  of  eight  ermine  and 
sable.  Crest :  Out  of  a  mural  coronet  gules,  a  demi-lion  rampant  or,  supporting  a 
shield  charged  as  in  the  arms.  These  bearings  are  stated  to  have  been  granted  by 
Sir  William  Segar,  Garter,  to  "  John  Keling  of  Hackney,  com.

WILL'M  SEGAR,  K4,  Garter  Principall  King  of  Armes." 

f  A  note  by  Mr.  Hadfield  adds,  "Died  1  Oct.  1586."  But  a  William  Keeling 
was  buried  at  Norton  in  the  Moors  3  Dec.  1585,  and  the  will  of  a  William  Keeling 
was  proved  at  Lichfield  14  Jan.  1585-6.  The  will  itself  is  missing,  but  the 
inventory,  dated  11  Jan.  1585,  is  extant.

"  Widdow  Keelling  "  on  23  Aug.  1639.  The  nuncupative  will  of  Frances  Keeling 
of  Norton  in  le  Moors,  widow,  is  dated  9  Aug.  1639,  and  was  proved  at  Lichfield 
31  Aug.  by  her  sons  Francis  and  William.

The  above 
Thomas  Harris  dying  possessed  of  this  estate,  his  widow  carried  it  in  marriage  to 
Mr.  Jonas  Slaney,  as  appears  by  an  indenture,  dated  20  Jan.  1717,  between  the 
said  Mr.  Jonas  Slaney  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  widow  and  relict  of  the  said  Thomas 
Harris,  deceased,  and  daughter  and  heir  of  Edward  Mountfort,  deceased,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Thomas  Pointz,  gent.,  of  the  other  part,  purporting  to  be  a  deed  for  the  uses 
of  a  fine  of  this  estate,  then  about  507  acres/'  I  am  unable  to  clear  up  this  matter, 
but  it  appears  very  probable  that  Edward  succeeded  to  the  estate  on  the  death,  s.p., 
of  his  brother  Simon,  and  that  the  heiress  Elizabeth  was  his  daughter ;  but,  if  so, 
Edward  must  have  married  late  in  life,  for  he  was  bapt.  at  Walsall  15  April  1613. 

*  The  following  children  of  "Mr  William  Mountfort"  were  baptized  at 
Walsall:  Susanna,  25  Oct.  1614;  Anne,  3  Jan.  1615;  Anne  (sic),  8  June  1617; 
Elizabeth,  24  Feb.  1618  ;  Simon,  21  Feb.  1632 ;  and  Thomas,  18  Aug.  1642.  The 
two  latter  were  undoubtedly  sons  of  William  and  Ellen  Beswick ;  but  the  others, 
if  children  of  the  same  William,  must  have  been  by  a  previous  wife,  perhaps  the 
"  Mris  Margaret  Mountfort "  who  was  buried  at  Walsall  25  Feb.  1619. 

f  "  Mrs  Joane,  wife  of  Mr  Simon  Mountfort,"  was  buried  at  Walsall  July  1665.

He  is  described  in  the  registers  as  "  of  Caldmore,"  and  he 
had  the  following  children  baptized  :  Simon,  on  10  Nov.  1690 ;  Edward,  on  14  Sept. 
1693 ;  Anne,  on  24  Nov.  1695 ;  Elizabeth,  on  6  May  1698 ;  Edward,  on  6  April 
1700 ;  and  Mary,  on  1  Nov.  1701.  The  entries  in  the  Walsall  registers  from  this 
date  are  numerous,  and  it  is  pretty  evident  that  the  ancient  family  of  Mountfort  is 
not  yet  extinct.

Cradoke, 
and  is  stated  to  have  died  "  die  Mercurij  29  Aug.  1582,  inter  horas  2  et  3  in 
matutino."  The  will  of  "  Sir  Thomas  Offley,  Knt.,  Citizen  and  Alderman  of 
London,"  is  dated  5  Aug.  1580  and  was  proved  24  Oct.  1582.  He  desires  to  be 
buried  in  St.  Andrew's  Undershaft,  near  the  burial-place  of  David  Woodruffe, 
Alderman,  where  Joane  my  late  wife  lies  ;  but  if  he  should  die  in  Staffordshire  he 
wishes  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  Madeley.

He  gives  to  John  Offley,  servant  with  David  Eogers,  grocer  upon 
London  Bridge,  and  to  his  heirs,  certain  houses  in  the  city  of  Chester ;  to  his 
brother  John  Offley  and  Alice  his  wife  for  their  lives  a  farm  called  "  Thomas  Hill," 
now  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  John  Offley ;  and  to  Gabriel  Harries,  "  now 
dwelling  with  me,"  and  his  heirs,  a  farm  in  Hatfield  Peverel,  co.  Essex.  "  My  very 
good  friend  the  Eight  Hon.  Sir  Thomas  Bromley,  Knt.,  Lord  High  Chancellor  of 
England,  and  my  brothers  Eobert  and  Hugh  Offley  to  be  my  three  executors." 
His  brothers  John  and  Eichard  Offley  and  his  servant  John  Weston  to  be 
overseers.  Of  Sir  Thomas's  brothers,  William,  a  Merchant-Taylor,  married  Anne, 
da.  of  William  Beswick,  Alderman  and  Draper  of  London,  and  by  her  (who  was 
married  secondly  to  Sir  Henry  Bromley,  Knt.,  of  Holt,  co.

19 ;  Mrs.  Willett's  '  Hist,  of  West  Bromwich ;'  and  Original  Deeds, 
penes  me.)

*  The  will  of  Edward  Persehouse  [he  signed  "Parkshouse"  in  1652]  of  Nether 
Gornall,  Sedgley,  gent.,  is  dated  27  Dec.  1682,  and  was  proved  in  London  on 
30  Sept.  1685  by  his  only  surviving  son  and  sole  executor  Peter  Persehouse,  who 
at  the  date  of  the  will  was  under  21.  He  mentions  his  daughters  Dorothy, 
Margaret,  Jane,  Elizabeth,  and  Anne  (the  two  latter  unmarried  and  under  age), 
his  son-in-law  Thomas  Gibbons,  and  his  brother-in-law  Jonas  Astley.  The  will  is 
witnessed  by  Robert  Kinge,  Thos.  Gibbons,  Edward  Persehouse,  and  Tho.  Kinge. 
Mr.  Persehouse  was  buried  at  Sedgley,  where  is  the  following  inscription :  "  In 
memory  of  Edward  Persehouse  of  Lower  Gornall,  gentleman,  who  lieth  interred 
betwixt  his  two  wives,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bradley  of  the  "Wood  in  this 
parish,  gent.,  his  first  wife,  and  Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Asteley  of  Bushbury 
in  this  county,  gent.,  his  second  wife.  He  entered  into  rest  May  13  A.D.  1685, 
aetatis  suse  75."  Another  tablet  in  the  same  church  bears  the  following  inscrip- 
tion :  "  Here  lie  the  bodies  of  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Thomas  Bradley  of  the  Wood, 
gent.,  and  of  Elizabeth  their  daughter,  wife  of  Edward  Parkshouse  of  Nether 
Gornal,  gent.

But  it  is  stated  by  Mr.  Glover  ('Hist,  of  Derbyshire/  8vo  edit.,  ii.,  81)  that  Peter 
Calingwood,  who  acquired  the  manor  of  Caldwell  in  1565,  "  died  29  Eliz.,  1587,  and 
left  his  estate  to  his  two  "nieces,  daughters  of  his  brother  Ralph ;  Ellen  the  elder 
married  John  Stone,  clerk,  and  Margery  the  younger  Thomas  Sanders  of  Little 
Ireton,  Esqr."

Leigh  of  the  Hall  of  Leigh,  which  Richard  was  "descended  out  of 
Lincolnshire  of  the  Tirwitts  there."  Katherine  Tarbock's  descent  is 
also  given  in  the  Harl.  MS.  2156.  She  was,  it  is  stated,  the  daughter 
of  John  Smith  alias  Tarbock,  by  Eleanor,  da.  of  ....  Calveley  of 
Cheshire,  and  the  granddaughter  of  Edward  Tarbock  of  Newcastle- 
under-Lyme,  which  Edward  was  "  sonne  of  Sr  William  Tarbocke  of 
Tarbocke,  co.  Lane.,  by  ....  da.  of  ....  Bould  of  Bould."  I  do  not 
find  this  John  Tarbock,  son  of  Edward,  named  in  any  of  the  published 
Lancashire  or  Cheshire  Visitations,  nor  is  he  mentioned  in  the  pedigree 
of  Smith  alias  Tarbock  in  the  Staffordshire  Visitation  of  1583. 

The  singular  bearings  here  marshalled  upon  an  inescutcheon  are 
"  arms*  of  conquest."  In  the  MSS.  above  referred  to  they  are  tricked 
quarterly  1  and  4  with  Terrick,  and  above  the  trick  is  written  as 
follows : — 

"  A  shield  of  Armes  after  this  forme  was  atchieved  and  taken  from 
a  Spanish  Commander  in  bordinge  a  shipp  in  Cadiz  voyage  by  John 
Terricke  of  Clayton  Griffeth,  gent.,  1596,  at  wh  tyme  the  Earle  of 
Essex  was  generall  ;  and  alowed  to  be  borne  by  this  family  of  Terrick 
as  under." 

The  assertion  that  the  Terricks  derived  from  the  Tyrwhitts  of 
Lincolnshire  must  be  taken  cum  grano.  It  is  far  more  probable  that 
the  name  is  a  corruption  of  Tellwright,  i.e.  Tile-wright,  which,  as  Mr. 
Ward,  in  his  '  History  of  Stoke-upon-Trent,'  shews,  is  in  the  various 
forms  of  Tylret,  Telryt,  Tyright,  and  Terrick,  a  very  old  name  in 
North  Staffordshire.  The  claim  was,  however,  admitted  by  the 
Heralds,  since  the  family  was  allowed  to  bear  the  Tyrwhitt  arms 
differenced  by  a  bordure.

Elizabeth,  who  died  in  1748,  aged  69,  wife  of  Francis  Oldnall.  One  of  the  Bishop's 
wives  was  Anne  Beswick.  She  has  a  M.I.  at  Holt,  co.  Worcester,  in  which  she  is 
called  "  the  lady  Anne  Bromley,  dau.  of  William  Beswick,  Alderman  of  London." 
"  She  was  married,  first  to  William  Offley,  merchant  of  the  staple  (vide  ante,

and  lastly  to  the  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  John  Thornbrough,  Lord  Bishop 
of  Worcester ;  she  lived  81  years  and  9  months,  and  departed  this  life  1st  January 
A.D.  1628."

Inquisition  of  John  Whorwood,  Esq.,  was  taken  at  Pattingham  on  30  Sept.  19  H.  8, 
1527,  when  it  was  found  that  he  died  4  April  last,  leaving  a  wife  Joyce,  a  daughter 
Agnes,  and  a  son  and  heir  John  then  aged  11  years.

Elizabeth  (see  Visit,  of  1583), 
who  was  married  to  John  Sutton  alias  Dudley,  younger  son  of  Edward,  Lord 
Dudley.  In  the  year  1647  this  Elizabeth  filed  a  bill  in  Chancery  in  which  she 
states  herself  to  be  the  widow  of  John  Dudley,  Esq.,  and  only  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Whorwood,  deceased.  She  had  married  without  the  consent  of  her  father 
and  had  no  jointure.  Had  by  the  said  Dudley  "  one  son  and  four  daughters."  Anne, 
one  of  these  daughters,  married  Edward  Gibson,  third  son  of  Sir  John  Gibson,  Knt., 
of  Welburn,  co.  York,  and  had  issue  a  son  Edward  Gibson,  who  in  1660  claimed,  as 
heir,  the  castle  and  lands  of  Dudley.  It  appears  from  his  petition  to  the  House  of 
Lords  that  John  and  Elizabeth  Dudley  had  issue  (besides  Anne)  a  son  Edward  and 
a  daughter  Elizabeth,  both  of  whom  in  1660  were  dead  and  s..p.

Crest :  On  a  mount  vert,  a  crossbow  erect  or ;  with  the  motto  "  Arcui  meo  non 
confido."  These  last-named  arms  and  crest  (the  field  of  the  arms  being  or)  are 
tricked  in  the  Harl.  MS.  1570  as  appertaining  to  "  Wilks  of  Wolverhampton,"  but 
no  genealogical  particulars  are  given  ;  and  they  were  borne  in  the  last  century  by 
the  celebrated  John  Wilkes,  who  is  said  to  have  been  descended  from  a  family 
resident  at  Aldersley  or  Autherley  in  Tettenhall.  Shaw,  ii.,  201,  states  that  the 
house  and  part  of  the  estate  belonging  to  the  upper  farm  at  Autherley  "were 
formerly  the  residence  and  lands  of  the  Wilkes  family  (said  to  have  been  ancestors 
of  the  celebrated  patriot  of  that  name),  where  they  lived  for  many  generations  on  a 
decent  competence  in  quiet."  John  Wilkes  was  born  in  London  17  Oct.  1727,  and 
died  26  Dec.  1797,  aged  70,  and  we  learn  from  the  (  Gentleman's  Magazine '  for 
Jan.  1798,  p.  81,  that  the  arms,  crest,  and  motto  as  above  described  were  engraved 
on  his  coffin-plate.  A  curious  work,  published  in  1800,  entitled  '  City  Biography/ 
•containing  memoirs  and  anecdotes  of  the  Aldermen  and  other  conspicuous  City 
men,  states  that  John  Wilkes  "  was  son  of  Mr.  Israel  Wilkes,  a  distiller,  who  was 
the  son  of  another  Israel  Wilkes,  who  was  the  son  of  a  third  Israel  Wilkes.  The 
great-grandfather,  grandfather,  and  son  (sic)  were  all  alive  at  the  same  time,  and  all 
flourishing  tradesmen."  At  Eibbesford  (Bewdley),  Worcestershire,  on  23  Aug. 
1688  Israeli  Wilkes  and  Sarah  Palmer  were  married.  The  E,ev.  J.  E.  Burton,  in  his 
*  History  of  Bewdley'  (pub.  1883),  p.  13,  states  that  this  Israel  was  "  grandfather  of 
the  notorious  John  Wilkes."  Sarah  Palmer  (he  adds)  was  the  daughter  of  Walter 
Palmer,  an  eminent  capper;  and  another  daughter  of  the  same  Walter  Palmer 
married  Dr.  James  Douglas,  physician  to  Queen  Caroline.  In  the  '  Gentleman's 
Magazine'  for  1752,  p.  384,  is  recorded  on  10  August  the  marriage  of  "Israel 
Wilkes,  junr,  Esq.,  to  the  daughter  of  Josias  de  Ponthieu,  merchant."  Heaton,  or 
Eaton,  Wilkes,  brother  of  the  "  patriot,"  had  a  son  of  the  same  name,  who  died 
"  suddenly  "  in  1808  (c  Gent.  Mag.,'  1808,  fp.  755),  and  a  daughter  Anne,  married  to 
John  Hickman  Barrett  of  Oaken,  co.  Stafford,  grandson  of  John  Barrett  (b.  1685) 
by  Anne,  da.  of  ....  Hickman  of  Oaken.

Edward.  This  last-named  Henry  Wollaston  Mr.  Waters  regards  as  the  real 
founder  of  the  wealth  and  consequence  of  the  Wollastons.  He  was  ancestor  of  the 
Wollastons  of  Shenton  and  Walfchani  Abbey,  and  he  acquired  considerable  property 
in  his  native  county  of  Stafford.  On  10  July  1616  he  obtained  from  Camden, 
Clarenceux,  by  the  name  of  "  Henry  Wollaston,  Citizen  of  London,  second  son  of 
Henry  Wollaston  of  Perton,  co.  Stafford"  (see  Nichols's  'Leicestershire/  iv.,  541), 
a  confirmation  of  his  paternal  arms  and  a  grant  of  the  demi-griffin  crest.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  this  so-called  "  confirmation  "  was  really  a  grant,  for,  as  Mr.  Waters 
justly  observes  (p.  561),  it  was  a  common  practice  for  the  Heralds  in  those  days  to 
disguise  new  grants  of  arms  by  calling  them  "  confirmations."  Besides  Henry  and 
Sir  John  (who  was  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  1644,  and  died  s.p.  in  1658),  Edward 
and  Elizabeth  Wollaston  had  an  eldest  son  William,  who,  says  Mr.  Waters,  "  was, 
like  his  father  and  grandfather,  a  yeoman  at  Perton,  where  he  inherited  the  farm 
which  had  been  the  birthplace  of  four  generations  of  the  Wollastons.  His  two 
younger  brothers  were  apprenticed  in  London,  where  his  brother  John  rose  to 
wealth  and  eminence ;  but  William  did  not  live  to  witness  his  success,  for  he  was 
buried  at  Tettenhall  5  April  1629."  He  married  at  Codsall  19  Feb.  1609-10 
Eleanor  Greene,  and  left  four  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Mary,  and  Judith.

last  past,  and  that  the  said  John  had  been  married  by  the  Abbot  of  Evesham  to 
one  Elizabeth  the  daughter  of  Robert  de  Standysshe,  chivaler,  on  the  Monday 
after  the  close  of  Easter  8  R.  2,  inasmuch  as  the  said  Hugh  the  father  of  John 
held  the  manor  of  Wrotteslegh  of  the  said  Abbot  by  knight's  service  on  the  day  he 
died.  John  de  Wrottesley  was  therefore  married  when  only  six  years  old.  Robert 
de  Standish  was  son  o£  John  de  Standish,  and  one  of  the  esquires  to  the  king.  The 
Chronicles  mention  him  as  having  despatched  Wat  Tyler,  after  Walworth,  the 
Lord  Mayor,  had  given  the  first  blow.  (Ex  inf.  Gen.  Hon.  G.  Wrottesley.}

Page  12.  The  Funeral  Certificate  of  Edward  Revell  "  of  Carnethwaite,  alias 
Carlingthwaite,  in  the  parish  of  Normanton  and  county  of  Derby,  Esq.,"  is  printed 
in  '  The  Genealogist/  N.S.,  ii.,  86.  He  married,  it  is  stated,  Dorothy,  da.  of  Eoger 
Columble  of  Darley,  and  widow  of  Henry  Chaworth  of  Annesley,  Notts,  and  had 
issue  (with  a  son  Francis)  a  daughter  Mary,  "  married  to  Randall  Ashenhurst  of 
Ashenhurst  in  the  county  of  Staff.,  Esq."  It  would  seem  therefore  that  Mary  was 
his  legitimate  daughter  by  Dorothy  his  wife.  Mr.  Revell  died  5  July  1639,  and 
the  certificate  is  signed  by  Francis  Revell  "  only  sonne  and  heire  to  the  defunct."

Page  32.  The  father  of  Richard  Barnfield  of  Wolverhampton,  and  of  Robert 
and  Thomas,  was  Robert  Barnfield  of  Newport,  Salop,  and  their  mother  was  Ellen, 
da.  of  Thurstan  Woodcock.  See  a  pedigree  of  the  family  in  Harl.  MS.  1396,  fo.  23. 

Page  43.  In  that  curious  work,  Gough's  '  History  of  Myddle,5  co.  Salop, 
written  in  1700-1,  we  read  that  "  Mr.  Zankey,"  Rector  of  Hodnet,  "  left  two  sons 
Robert  and  Jerome.  Robert,  the  eldest  son,  was  clerk  to  Mr.  John  Birch  of  Cank, 
who  in  his  time  was  accounted  the  ablest  Attorney-at-Law  in  England.  He 
married  Mr.  Birch's  daughter,  a  proud,  passionate  dame  as  ever  lived.

Coolmore,  co.  Tipperary)  will  be  found  in  Burke's  '  Landed  Gentry/  It  appears 
that  Col.  Jerome  (or  Hierome)  Sankey  died  s.p.,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  son  of 
his  brother  Robert,  viz.,  Richard  Sankey,  who  was  a  Colonel  in  the  army  of  King 
"William  III.  Edward  Birch,  or  Byrch,  of  Leacroft,  was  afterwards  a  Serjeant-at- 
Law.  His  representative  in  the  last  century  was  Dr.  William  Byrch  of  Leacroft, 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Worcester.  Dr.  Byrch  married  Elizabeth,  da.  and 
eventually  coheiress  of  Thomas  Savage  of  Elmley  Castle,  Worcestershire,  and  by 
her  (who  was  born  in  March  1701)  had  issue  an  only  son,  Thomas,  and  two 
daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Jane.  The  son  Thomas  Byrch  succeeded  to  the  Elmley 
estate,  and  thereupon  assumed  the  additional  surname  and  arms  of  Savage,  but 
dying  s.p.  in  1776,  his  two  sisters  became  his  coheirs.  Of  these,  Elizabeth  married 
John  Perrott  (brother  of  George  Perrott  of  Pershore,  co.  Worcester,  a  Baron  of 
the  Exchequer),  and  died  16  Dec.  1786,  aged  60,  leaving  issue  ;  and  Jane  became 
the  wife  of  Robert  Clavering,  Esq.,  whose  son,  Robert  Clavering,  also  assumed  the 
surname  of  Savage  on  succeeding  to  the  Elmley  estate. 

Page  46.  The  wife  of  Richard  Bowes,  living  1614,  was  Margaret,  da.  and  h.  of 
Henry  Kebell  of  Humberstone,  co.  Leicester.  John  Cookes,  husband  of  Jane 
Bowes,  was  of  Harbury,  co.  Warwick ;  and  it  appears  from  the  Cookes  pedigree  in 
the  Visitation  of  Warwickshire,  taken  in  1682,  that  he  died  4  May  1665,  set.  circa 
60. 

Page  47.     Note  *,  for  "  son  and  heir  of  George  Bowes  "  read  John  Bowes. 

Page  73.    Note  *.     The  Visitation  pedigree  is  correct  in  calling  the  wife  of  > 
Robert  Chad  wick  Alice,  but  she  was  sister  and  not  daughter  of  Alexander  Butter-  I 
worth.     See  the  Butterworth  pedigree  in  St.  George's  Visitation  of  Lancashire,  1613,    * 
which  is  corroborated  by  an  agreement  dated  22  Oct.  1581  (quoted  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Foster  in  his  '  Pedigrees  of  the  County  Families  of  Lancashire,'  sub  "  Chadwick  ") 
whereby  John  Chadwick  of  Healey,  gent.,  covenants  with  Alexander  Butterworth, 
son  and  heir  of  Edward  Butterworth,  late  of  Belfield,  gent.,  that  Robert,  son  and 
heir-apparent  of  the  said  John  Chadwick,  shall,  before  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  I 
espouse  Alicia  Butterworth,  sister  of  the  said  Alexander. 
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Page  77.  Joan,  the  wife  of  Richard  Peshall,  was  clearly  the  da.  and  h.  of 
another  Reginald  Chetwynd,  viz.,  Reginald,  son  of  John,  son  of  Adam  Chetwynd  of 
Cublesdon.  The  post  mortem  Inquisition  on  Sir  John  de  Chetwynd  was  taken  in 
9  E.  I.,  1280,  when  it  was  found  that  Reginald  was  his  son  and  next  heir  and  then 
aged  16.  Being  under  age,  Adam  de  Chetwynd  of  Cublesdon  purchased  his  ward- 
ship. (Rot.  Pin.  9  E.  I.)  Reginald  was  Lord  of  Chetwynd  and  Weston  juxta 
Standon  in  1284,  and  Rector  of  Chetwynd  in  1318.  Being  a  priest,  he  settled 
Chetwynd  and  Weston  on  John,  son  of  Adam  (Pines  12  E.  II.),  and  by  a  later 
concord,  on  John  for  life,  with  remainder  to  Richard,  son  of  Adam  de  Peshall  and 
Joan  his  wife,  "  fil'  Reginald!  fil'  p'dic'i  Joh'is  de  Chetwynd  "  (Pines  17  E.  III.),  by 
which  these  estates  went  to  the  Peshalls.  .  (Ex  inf.  H.  Chetwynd-Stap^lton,  Esq.) 

Page  85,  line  15.  That  Sir  Philip  Chetwynd  died  without  issue  is  proved  by  the 
inquest  taken  on  his  death  in  24  H.  VI,,  when  the  jury  found  that  John  Chetwynd 
of  Alspath  was  his  next  heir  and  then  aged  50.  (Ib.) 

Page  104.  Robert  Crompton,  son  of  Thomas,  was  of  Elstow,  co.  Beds,  in  1669, 
and  bore  the  arms  of  Crompton,  quartering,  (] )  Argent,  a  chevron  ermines  between 
three  crosses  formee  fitchee  sable,  stated  to  be  for  BOUGHTON  ;  (2)  Gules,  three 
falchions  barwise  argent,  pomelled  or,  for  HUDSON  ;  and  (3)  LOVETT  (not  described). 
See  the  *  Visitations  of  Bedfordshire/  pub.  by  the  Harleian  Society,  p.  210. 

Page  124.  Note  f.  It  appears  from  Cole's  Eschaets  (Harl.  MS.  760,  p.  362) 
that  there  was  an  inquest  taken  at  Warwick,  3  Oct.  1  James  (1603),  after  the  death 
of  Sampson  Erdeswick,  Esq.,  when  it  was  found  that  he  died  on  28  June  last  (1603) 
and  that  Richard  was  his  son  and  heir  and  aged  9  on  26  April  last.  Also  that  he 
had  daughters,  of  whom  Margaret  was  the  wife  of  Henry  Prancis,  and  Helen 
of  Thomas  Coyney,  gent.  This  inquest  had  reference  to  lands  in  Church  Over,  co. 
Warwick.  Harwood  states  that  Erdeswick  died  11  April  1603,  which  is  manifestly 
incorrect.  The  warrant  of  the  Court  of  Wards  referred  to  in  this  note  runs  thus : 
"Porasmuch  as  the  office  found  after  the  death  of  Sampson  Erdeswick,  Esq., 
deceased  the  28th  day  of  June  in  the  first  yeare  of  the  reigne  of  our  late  Sovereign 
Lord  Kinge  James,"  etc.  The  date  is  no  doubt  that  of  the  death  of  Erdeswick 
and  not  of  his  Inquisition. 

Page  125.  Note  *,  line  17.  The  marriage  of  Henry  Bowdon  to  Mary  Erdes- 
wick is  not  recorded  in  the  parish  registers  of  Wolverhampton.  The  parties,  it  is 
believed,  were  Roman  Catholics. 

Page  148.  Note  *,  line  5,  for  four  read  three  daughters.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  they  were  daughters  of  Henry  White,  who  died  in  1572,  and  granddaughters 
of  Sir  Thomas  White  of  Swanborne,  or  Southwanborne,  Hants,  Master  of  Requests 
to  Queen  Mary.  See  a  pedigree  of  the  White  family  in  Berry's  'Hampshire 
Pedigrees,'  p.  243. 

Page  161,  line  5  from  bottom,  for  1751  read  1721. 

Page  175.  Edward  Hill  of  Rushall,  gent.,  was  Plaintiff  in  the  Exchequer  suit 
referred  to  in  footnote  to  p.  163.  It  appears  from  the  proceedings  that  his  wife 
Joan  was  the  da.  of  Joan  Worsey,  widow,  and  sister  of  John  Worsey  of  Rushall. 

Page  178.  Hoo.  In  the  parish  registers  of  Wolverhampton  (which  commence 
25  March  1603)  are  several  entries  relating  to  this  family.  Among  the  burials  are 
William  Hoo  of  Bradley,  gent.,  on  21  May  1604 ;  Mr.  Anthony  Hoo  of  Bradley,  on 
23  Sept.  1614 ;  and  Mr.  Humfrey  Hoo,  on  18  July  1616.  Of  Anthony  Hoo's 
issue  I  find  :  John,  bapt.  17  Jan.  1603-4 ;  Elizabeth,  bapt.  30  April  1606,  and 
buried  as  da.  of  "  Mrs  Margaret  Hoo  "  on  10  Jan.  ]  619-20 ;  Anthony,  bapt.  17  May 
1607,  bur.  2  June  1621;  Margaret,  bapt.  13  May  1610;  William,  bapt.  25  May 
1612 ;  and  Joseph,  bapt.  29  May  1615.  The  last  was  probably  a  posthumous  son, 
and  was  no  doubt  the  "Joseph  Hoo  of  Bradley"  who  was  buried  4  Nov.  1635. 
Michael,  son  of  Mr.  John  Hoo,  was  bapt.  8  April  1626.  He  may  have  been  a  son 
of  John  (son  of  Anthony)  by  a  first  wife,  for  John  was  not  married  to  Jane  Coton 
till  1656,  when  he  was  upwards  of  50.  His  marriage  is  thus  noted  in  the  registers : 
"  The  purpose  of  marriage  between  John  Hoo  of  Bradely,  in  the  parish  of  Wolver- 
hampton, gentleman,  and  Mrs.  Jane  Coton,  the  dau.  of  Thomas  Coton,  gentleman, 
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of  Woodford,  in  the  parish  of  Woodford,  was  published  three  severall  Lord's  Dayes 
in  the  parish  church  of  Wolverhampton  (Nov.  9,  16,  and  23,  1656),  and  they  were 
afterwards  married  at  Walsall,  Decemb.  23,  1656,  before  Henry  Stone,  Esquire. 
HEN.  STONE."  John,  their  son,  was  bapt.  17  Dec.  1657.  (For  these  extracts  I  am 
indebted  to  Col.  Fletcher  of  Lawneswood.) 

Page  186.    Note  *,  for  1556  read  1566 ;  and  after  Cozwood  add  "  or  Orpewood." 

Page  196.  Administration  of  the  personal  estate  of  Venables  Keeling,  M.A., 
Student  of  Christchurch,  Oxford,  was  granted  by  the  Chancellor's  Court  of  the 
University,  31  May  1677.  (See  'Index  to  Wills  proved  in  the  Court  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford,'  pub.  1862.)  It  appears  from  the  Catalogue 
of  Oxford  Graduates  that  Venables  Keeling  of  Christchurch  proceeded  M.A.  in 
1675. 

Page  221.  Note  *,  line  5,  for  1619  read  1639.  Humphrey  Lowe  was  son 
and  heir  of  Humphrey  Lowe  of  Cakemore.  ('List  of  Admissions  to  the  Inner 
Temple,'  1877.)
